Maryland-breds 
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H all of Fame trainer Jonathan Sheppard recorded his 3,000th victory Sept. 
17 when Fugitive Angel won an allowance on the turf at Delaware Park 
for Sheppard’s longtime patron Augustin Stable. 

Sheppard became the 28th trainer to achieve the milestone. Elected to the 
National Museum of Racing and Hall of Fame in 1990, he trained his first 
winner in 1966 with timber horse Haffaday. Since dien, the wins have come 
consistently in both codes, Sheppard is the only trainer to win more than 
1,000 steeplechase races in America. 

Originally from Ashwell, England, the 72-year-old Pennsylvania resident 
has trained champions on the flat and in jump racing, including Breeders’ 

Cup winners Forever Together and Informed Decision and Hall of Fame 
steeplechasers Flatterer and Cafe Prince. 

Asked to name some of his favorites through the years, he hesitated over 
an unfair question before taking a walk through history. “And what is this 
supposed to be based on. . . ?” 

Pretty much anything, and in no particular order: 

*Gaddo: “He was the first horse I had for George Strawbridge and 
just kept chugging along. He won 21 races (in the 1960s and ’70s) and was a 
pretty sharp little horse.” 

Mo Bay: “I’ll never forget him. He was just a warrior for several years 
in succession (mid-1970s). Turf, dirt, he wasn’t quite a top horse but he won 
a lot of races.” 

Rochester: “He ran in that long distance turf stakes in the fall at 
Keeneland (the Sycamore, which he won three times) six consecutive years.” 

Then Sheppard got rolling, speeding up the recall and traveling through 
time. . . “We had two real nice fillies who won back-to-back Flower Bowls, 
Trevita (Ire) and First Approach (in 1982-83). You’ve got to name Flatterer 
and Storm Cat, the best jumper and the best flat horse I’ve ever had. With 
Anticipation was a lot of fun and a nice, classy horse. *Wustenchef won 
stakes on the flat and over jumps (in the same year, 1971). The gray fillies, 
Informed Decision and Forever Together. I would throw (steeplechaser) Tall 
Award in there. I think they had an extra bonus on the Dixie Circuit one year, 
there were five races in six weeks and he ran in every one of them; he got the 
money, he wasn’t a top horse but he was a nice old horse.” 

He could have gone on, but stopped there—knowing full well he left out 
some favorites. 

“You think of the old, warrior types when you think about winning 
races,” he said. “It’s not like (3,000 wins) is some uncharted territory; people 
have done it, but it’s a fairly select group and I’m glad it was done with an 
Augustin horse at a better quality race at Delaware Park.”

A udley Farm’s Virginia-bred half-sister to Grade 1 -winning mil¬ 
lionaire Bodemeister was the top-priced filly at Keeneland’s 
September Yearling sale, Sept. 10-21, in Lexington, Ky. 

The bay Smart Strike filly, the third foal out of Untouched 
Talent, by Storm Cat, was purchased by agent Donato Lanni for 
John Sikura and Bruce Lunsford for $1.3 million. 

Of the 2,516 yearlings sold during the sale, 115 were Mid-Atlan¬ 
tic-breds, with gross sales of $11,439,000.The average ($99,470) and 
median ($55,000) for the regional horses surpassed the sale’s overall 
figures ($87,354 and $45,000). Thirty-three brought six figures- 
18 Virginia-bred, 14 Pennsylvania-bred and one Maryland-bred.

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PENSIONERS ON PARADE by Maggie Kimmitt 
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Former timber horse Tarsky (Fr) is a fixture at Country Life Farm in Maryland. 


J ack Fisher was on a busman’s holiday 
the first time he saw Tarsky (Fr). Well, 
sort of. It was actually his honeymoon 
in France in 1992, when the Monkton, Md.- 
based trainer (and former jump jockey) 
seized the opportunity to ride in an amateur 
race at Auteil for leading French conditioner 
Jack-Hubert Barbe. 

Fisher’s trip over the course’s massive 
hedges and gaping ditches wasn’t a smooth 
one; he suffered a broken back and 
concussion when his mount fell. But Tarsky, 
ridden that day by Barbe’s son and Fisher’s 
friend Hubert Barbe, left a lasting impression. 
: T figured Tarsky must be pretty nice. I knew 
he was for sale, and I thought if a trainer like 
that puts his son on him, he must be a pretty 
good jumper.” 

Fisher’s client Irv Naylor was always 
looking to bolster his string of jumpers, so 
persuading him to purchase the horse was no 
hard sell-and thus began Tarsky’s American 
life as steeplechaser, foxhunter, hack horse 


and happy retiree at Country Life Farm in 
Bel Air, Md. 

Naylor paid $20,000 for Tarsky, who 
shipped to Fisher’s barn in October 1993. 
Then 8, the hardy brown gelding had 
won four times over jumps in France and 
came to the United States as a solid timber 
prospect. The son of French stallion Fereed 
could not be registered by The Jockey Club 
as he did not possess Thoroughbred foal 
papers, but was registered by the National 
Steeplechase Association. Considered an 
Autre Que Pur Sange (which translates 
to “other than pure blood”) in France, 
he is a Selle Francais, known for their 
jump, intelligence, stamina and success as 
steeplechase horses. The breed has been 
influenced greatly by Thoroughbreds and 
Tarsky is by Thoroughbred sire Fereed (a son 
of French Guineas winner Zeddaan and a 
great-grandson of *Nasrullah). 

Fisher believed in Tarsky, and that was 
good enough for Naylor. 


“He was quite a nice horse in 
France and had won some races,” 
Naylor explained. “And those are 
big hurdle fences over there. So I 
was aware of him and of course 
interested when I heard he was for 
sale.” 

Tarsky proved his worth in 
short order, winning his first start 
under Fisher at My Lady’s Manor 
in 1994. Out six times that year, 
he was never worse than third 
and wrapped up the season with a 
second in the Pennsylvania Hunt 
Cup. Returning as a 10-year-old in 
1995, Tarsky again used My Lady’s 
Manor for his comeback, piloted 
by Paddy Neilson to a third 
behind Ivory Poacher and Welter 
Weight. It was the perfect tune- 
up. One week later, Tarsky and 
Neilson won the Grand National 
at Butler over 1994 winner Buck 
Jakes and Welter Weight. Tarsky’s 
course record of 5:51 still stands. 
The victory etched a milestone 
for Neilson, who notched Grand 
National victories in five decades. 
His first, aboard Coke Hi, came 
in 1958. After the 1994 win, the 
53-year-old jockey said, “I don’t 
have the vaguest idea what this 
proves, except that I’m old and I 
don’t know when to quit.” 

The same could be said of his 
mount. While 1995 was definitely 
his banner year, Tarsky continued 
to face the flag for Fisher and 
Naylor until 1998. Then 13, he 
was retired after an attempt at the 
Maryland Hunt Cup which ended 
with a fall at the fourth fence 
(ridden again that day by Neilson 
who, it should be noted, still hadn’t 
quit). 

All said and done, Tarsky’s 
record in the United States was 
16-3-5-4 under NSA rules with 
another three starts (and one win) 
in point-to-points. He earned 
$65,950. Naylor, hoping to dip 
into the well one more time, sent 
the following to Hubert Barbe in 
France: 

“I write to tell you how much 
I like the horse. He is absolutely 
dead honest. He always gives 
100%—whether in the hunting 
field or in a steeplechase. He is 
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Sponsored by The Maryland-Bred Race Fund 


the favorite in the stable because he is kind and sweet and loves 
to nuzzle, and he has proven to be an absolute gentleman in the 
hunting field. The combination of his durability, jumping ability 
and sweet disposition has enamored him to all. And so I might 
be interested in another Tarsky...” 

“I think Tarsky was just a little bit old,” Fisher remembered. 
“He didn’t have any problems; he just kinda told us that he’d had 
enough. The good horses that I give away-we try to place them 
with good homes-I think the horses are happier to go and do 
something instead of just hang out in the field.” 

Tarsky found his home with the Elkridge-Harford Hounds 
and huntsman Geoff Hyde, who assigned him to honorary 
whipper-in Maryanna Skowronski. “He had a bit of a bad knee,” 
she said. “I whipped in off of him for at least two seasons. 

He was a great whip horse, but he was strong. I rode him in a 
double twisted wire snaffle with a bib. I really loved him; he 
would jump for me.” 

When the time came for Elkridge-Harford to retire Tarsky, 
Skowronski immediately thought of her friend Ellen Pons of 
Country Life Farm. “I didn’t have any way to take him, and I 
knew Ellen was looking for something she could just go trail 
riding on. So she came over, rode him, and liked him,” 

The Pons family had just acquired Merryland Farm, and Ellen 
Pons had no mount. “Merryland was in conservation. I was just 
learning the area and was looking for a horse that wouldn’t be 
herd-bound so I could go out by myself and not worry. He was 
quiet enough, although he would occasionally see things. But 
he was fine. I don’t ride him anymore, but I know I could. I’ve 
never seen him have a bad day, and he’s 27 now.” 

No bad days, but some hilarious anecdotes. About six years 
ago, Merryland farm manager J.R. Walsh used Tarsky to pony 
when his own horse was sidelined by colic surgery. Ellen’s 
brother-in-law Mike Pons squired a group of Korean visitors to 
training one morning. The visitors toured the farm, took dozens 
of photos, looked at the horses, watched training sessions and 
asked questions. 

“They were click-click-click-click taking pictures, and this one 
smaller guy said to J.R., ‘I want to ride your horse,’” said Ellen. 
“After the set was finished, he said again, ‘Can I get on your 
horse?’ There was one English-speaking visitor who told J.R. that 
this man used to be a jockey. So he lets this guy up on him.” 

Tarsky must have simply heard “jockey” and thought of 
Fisher or Neilson, because the old horse took off like his 
younger self. He headed for the rail at first, then made a lap of 
the Merryland track. Walsh thought “international incident,” but 
Tarsky and his rider pulled up at the gap and all was well. 

In addition to dabbling in ponying and international relations, 
Tarsky exhibited a marked enthusiasm for standing in as a teaser 
when duty called. During his years at Merryland, Pons noted he 
would become very attached to the mares on the other side of 
his paddock fence. It didn’t go unnoticed. “He’d see them and 
come out like ‘Hi, girls! I’m here for you!’ He would stand there 
with his gelded self; you should have seen him. This year we had 
some mares here at Country Life, and he was tike ‘Yes! This is 
my business now!’” 

But it wasn’t too long before the bloom was off even that 
particular rose, according to Pons. “He was really interested for 
most of the season until early May, and then he was like ‘Are we 
s till doing this?’ ’’

Magazine’s 
loss spurs 
thoughts 
on industry 


B ankrupt. Thoroughbred Times went 
bankrupt. In September the vener¬ 
able racing magazine got out of the 
publishing business, pulling the plug on 
employees, advertisers, subscribers, free¬ 
lance contributors, readers, horses, history. 

Though there remained a slim chance 
die business might emerge in a new form, 
die news registered with anyone in the 
Thoroughbred industry, but especially 
diose in the Thoroughbred media. My 
first reaction: Thoroughbred Times couldn’t 
make it? What chance do the rest of us 
have? 

Sorry. In today’s world, you couldn’t 
pick two more fragile industries in which 
to be. Horse racing and print media? Like 
steam engines and the telegraph, right? 

Let’s hope not. Thoroughbred Times 
didn’t make it, but that doesn’t mean 
the rest of us are destined to fail. Print 
publications can survive, thrive, if they 
play to their strengths: 

♦ Schedule. Since newspapers and 
magazines ruled media, the world got 
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itself in a great big hurry. Apps, tablets, 
smart phones, laptops, computers, 
online video, 24-hour news, texting 
changed everything. Instant, go-anywhere 
communication replaced the physical, 
tangible feeling of holding a magazine 
or newspaper in your hands and turning 
pages. But print publications can use 
that. Time is on their side. They can give 
readers something a Tweet can’t-detail, 
background, visuals, value. Print 
publications are different and need to act 
tike it. 

• Content. Print publications used 
to be THE place to go for every form 
of news-scores, game stories, election 
results, stock-market reports, mortgage 
rates, movie reviews. Not anymore. 
Everybody already knows what happened, 
but they don’t know the details, they don’t 
know the story. And unless somebody 
figures out a way to emotionally explain 
their life’s work in 140 characters, Twitter 
will never replace a well-written article. 
This is where print can win. Content. 

The content must be original, it must 
sing, it must reach people, it must flow, it 
must be a tittle bit different, it must have 
personality, maybe even a bit of an edge. 

I once read an editorial review of a 
product that said something tike: “You 
don’t know what’s going to be in it from 
one edition to the next.” That’s a good 
thing. Writers, editors and publishers 
ought to make that a goal. Needlepoint it, 
frame it, hang it on the wall. 

• Format. A “print” publication may 
not always be produced with ink and 
paper. You can get it anywhere, in any 
form -in your hands, on your coffee 
table, on your iPad, on your laptop, on 
futuristic glasses you strap to your head 
for all I know — but the genre should 
never change. A magazine or newspaper 
can simply be a collection of formatted 
and designed articles, photos and 


other features. Technology will make 
it easier-easier!-to reach readers if 
publications do their part. 

♦ Community. Without readers, 
advertisers, supporters, fans, champions 
the best content in the world might 
not find a home in a successful print 
publication. And the schedule won’t 
matter and neither will the format. 

And now a few words about the 
magazine in your hands, or on your 
tablet/ computer/phone. 

Of the four factors above, 

Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred banks most on 
its community. This is your publication. 

It’s got a past, roots, the power of decades 
of good work. People still tell me about 
articles they read in The Maryland Horse , 
predecessor to this magazine. People 
read this magazine because they're part 
of the community, part of the industry. 
Ultimately, Thoroughbred Times went 
bankrupt because it couldn’t make enough 
money (whatever enough is) from its 
community (whatever that was). This 
magazine is not Thoroughbred Times , but 
it is a print publication about a changing 
industry in a changing time, and will lean 
on its community for support-readership, 
advertising, advocacy, contribution, 
feedback. 

I invite you to take part. I took this 
post almost a year ago, hoping to further 
my career, improve the product, make 
an impact, continue a tradition, do good 
work. We’re getting there. We’ve tried to 
modernize, step up the content, improve 
the read, play to our strengths without 
losing the character of a venerable 
publication. We’ve got a long way to 
go and plenty of more ideas (a quality 
editorial product is never mastered), 
but we’ve proven a small staff with the 
tight ideas can make a difference, make 
progress-and hopefully succeed where 
others haven’t. ^

Maryland's Preakness winner Deputed Testamony 
dies at 32 , brings back memories of a great day

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I t was the local win of all local wins. 

Maryland-bred Deputed Testamony upset the 
Preakness in 1983, slipping through the inside of 
Californian Desert Wine, splashing through the mud to 
put the Boniface family in the winner’s circle at a Triple 
Crown race in their home state. Bred and raced by Bonita 
Farm and Francis Sears, Deputed Testamony became the 
eighth Maryland-bred to win the Preakness.

He’s still the eighth. 

The oldest living winner of a Triple 
Crown race, Deputed Testamony died 
Sept 18-ending an era but doing nothing 
to halt the memories. The 32-year-old had 
lived his whole life in Harford County— 
born on one Bonita Farm in Creswell, 
standing at stud and passing away on 
another in Darlington. In between, he lived 
a magical life. 

One of Maryland’s top juveniles of 1982, 
he won 11 races in his career and earned 
$674,329. The son of Bonita sire Traffic 
Cop and Sears’ mare Proof Requested (by 
Prove It) also won, among others, the 
Grade 1 Haskell at Monmouth Park, the 
Grade 3 Governor’s Cup at Bowie, the 
Federico Tesio at Pimlico, and set a track 
record in his final start, the City of Balti¬ 
more Stakes at 1V\6 miles at Pimlico in 
1984. The record of 1:40.80 still stands. 

Syndicated for $5 million, he initially 
stood for $25,000 and sired 21 stakes 
winners, including graded winners Gold 
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Fleece, Testafly and Under Oath. His sons 
and daughters won 11 Maryland Million 
races, fourth on the all-time list. 

Deputed Testamony’s connections 
run deeply through Maryland racing and 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred caught up widi 
a few about the day the Bonifaces ran 
a Preakness entry of Parfaitement and 
Deputed Testamony, arriving the morning 
of the race and shocking die world. 

Kevin Boniface. The son of trainer 
and co-owner Bill Boniface, he watched 
die race with his brother, Billy, from the 
winner’s circle. 

“I was 16, 17, but I got to work him all 
the time. I was a Parfaitement guy, I was 
always hanging with Par. Evelyn (Nichols) 
and I worked with Par and Bonnie (Simp¬ 
son) and Billy worked with DT. I got to 
breeze him against Par at Pimlico one day 
and I got outworked, I was like, ‘How did 
this horse beat this horse?’ Par was smoodi 


as silk and DT hit the ground hard but he 
tried. 

“I never forget walking on the racetrack 
and Billy said, ‘Which one’s going to do it?’ 
I said, ‘Parfaitement all the way.’ 

“There’s a picture, all the crowd’s look¬ 
ing over at the horses coming down the 
stretch, in the middle of the crowd there’s 
a kid holding up a kid, it’s Billy holding me 
up and I’ve got my finger in the air. We 
knew once he got through, we knew we 
had it. 

“The day after, Dad left us to take care 
of the press. They all came to the farm, 
they see our little half-mile track where you 
used to have to ride extremely acey-deucey 
and reach up beyond the rubber every 
time you went into a turn when breezing 
and they’re saying, ‘You guys trained the 
Preakness winner off of that track?’ Then 
they say, ‘The sire, Traffic Cop, he stands 
at your farm, right?’ I’m like, ‘Yeah, if you 
look up through the woods right there, 
that’s his paddock, he’s looking down the

bill right now.’ Then they say ‘And the 
dam, where’s the dam?’ I said, ‘I can see her 
for sure, the white star, she’s the one right 
there looking down the hill. They watch 
him train every day.’ It was unheard of, they 
couldn’t believe the racetrack, they couldn’t 
believe we shipped in the day of the race, 
they couldn’t believe the mare and the stal¬ 
lion watched him train every day.” 

Chris McCarron. The future Hall 
of Fame jockey rode Desert Wine to fin¬ 
ish second the Preakness. He stayed off 
the rail, allowing Deputed Testamony a 
passing lane to the inside-a move he rues 
to the day. 

“I was not concerned about protect¬ 
ing die fence at all because truly the rail 
was not the place to be that day. Deputed 
Testamony relished the going, he got 
through it like it was a fast track, ran the 
race of his life that day. It was a wonderful 
hometown victory but I left diere with a 
bitter taste in my mouth-I hate to let the 
winner through on the fence. Even when 
he came up inside me, I wasn’t overly con¬ 
cerned because I thought he would come 
up in there and get tired and hang, but that 
wasn’t the case. 

“It was a fantastic scene. I was envious 
that I wasn’t a part of that since Maryland is 
a place I hold very dear to my heart. I gave 
Desert Wine a pat on the neck because 
he did run a really good race. I was truly 
happy for the Bonifaces and all the con¬ 
nections, the place was pandemonium - 
We just whipped McCarron and the 
Californians.’” 

Dale Austin. The turf writer cov¬ 
ered the Preakness for the Baltimore Sun , 
and watched the local horse from the press 
box. 

“It was so amazing that I thought it was 
a mistake. I thought I was looking at the 
wrong horse, I kept looking back at the 
silks. Of course, I knew the silks, but I kept 
saying, ‘Something’s wrong here.’ 

“Bill Boniface (the trainer’s father) had 
been at die Sun and our sports editor called 
me as soon as it was over to ask me to go 
see if Bill would write a first-person piece 
on winning the Preakness. Bill thought 
about it then said he couldn’t do it, he was 
too excited. 

“I ran into Billy Boniface and he said, 
‘you have a pretty interesting story to tell.’ 
My story had a lot of vignettes, it was 
amazing to write. I’m not the world’s great¬ 
est writer so I tried to overcome it with a 
lot of facts. Any time you’re covering a big 
race, you think about it, you think about 
maybe I should use this, maybe I should 
use that. I must have had 100 different 


things I could have put in that lede and I 
can’t even tell you now what that lede said.” 

Donnie Miller Jr. The jockey guid¬ 
ed Deputed Testamony to the upset. Then 
all of 19, he grew up in Maryland, picked 
up the ride late and rode the race of his life. 

“The whole thing was surreal because 
I was so young at the time and not really 
understanding the significance of winning 
a Triple Crown race. It was exciting, but I 
didn’t know how to process that kind of 
information. The first time out of the box, 
you get him around there, you win the race, 
‘what does all this mean?’ 

“The race went smooth, the horse ran 
powerful, I didn’t screw it up. The running 
joke for me was always, what’s a jockey say 
after winning a Triple Crown race? ‘Thank 
God I didn’t screw it up.’ 

“It had rained so hard that it had 
washed out along die rail, most of the 
jockeys were apprehensive to be down near 
the rail. The challenge I had was knowing 
full well that when it rained the rail was 
absolutely where you wanted to be but 
also trying to keep the horse safe from the 
washed-out parts of the track. I was taking 
advantage of what I knew but I was also 
trying to be very cautious and not push 
the horse too close to the rail where it was 
uneven. Primarily, I was about three lanes 
off the fence. 

“My dad made it down to the track. 
Having him part of the atmosphere after 
die race was the most memorable thing. My 
dad was my idol in a lot of ways, for him to 
be a part of it was a wonderful feeling. 


“A lot of things fell into place, the wet 
track, getting to ride him, Billy and the out¬ 
fit doing a fabulous job getting him ready, 
he ran a masterful race, did everything I 
needed him to do. 

“Everybody asked me if I went out and 
celebrated. I said, ‘No, I went home and 
had dinner.’ It was like, ‘Okay, I won the 
Preakness, I’ve been leading rider, maybe 
I’ll win it next year too.’ It was odd. There 
wasn’t anybody there who said, ‘Do you 
know what you just did?’ Young guy wins 
a Triple Crown race, it happens every day 
. . . you look back and it was a defining 
moment from a professional standpoint.” 

Gordon Becraft. Miller’s agent 
picked up the ride after Herb McCauley 
chose the entrymate, Parfaitement. 

“It was the last horse to pickup, Donnie 
was leading rider, and Boniface gave Herb 
McCauley the choice. We hadn’t ridden for 
Boniface that much before but he said he 
was going to go with a Maryland rider, so 
I just followed him around and he gave us 
the mount. In my book, it was just nice to 
be on one, but we didn’t have a shot to be 
honest with you. 

“It poured down rain, poured down 
rain and I went to Donnie’s house-he had 
a condominium in Columbia-because he 
had a nice big TV and I watched it from 
there. I wish I was at the track. I was going 
crazy, jumping up and down like a lunatic. I 
hope his couch was okay afterward because 
I jumped up and down like an 8-year-old. 
The weather was rough, I didn’t think I had 
a shot, you know what it’s like fighting the 
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crowd. I just stayed home, it wasn’t a big 
deal. I was a spoiled brat. When you see it 
now. . . I wish I was there. 

“You know Donnie’s style. . . he always 
had some horse... I don’t know what made 
a young kid so confident. I could see him 
coming up the rail and there wasn’t a straw 
in his path, you know Pimlico, the fence is

the best place to be. I don’t care if it rained, 
he never had to come off the rail, it was the 
dream of all dreams. 

“You never win too many races like that 
staying in Maryland. I knew it was once in 
a lifetime but I could see Donnie thinking, 
‘This is cool, this will happen all the time.’ I 
knew it was a one-time deal for me.” 

Billy Boniface. The trainer and co- 
breeder engineered the upset win-though, 
to him, it was far from an upset. 

“I rode my first race at Pimlico and I 
knew the best place to watch the race was 
on the jocks’ room steps, about halfway 
up. I could see very clearly that he was a 
winner when he got through at the head 
of the lane. 

“My wife Joan couldn’t see over the 
people in front of her so she went inside 
the grandstand to watch it on television; 
when the race was over, she hollered, We 
won it. We won it.’ Some two-dollar bet¬ 
tor next to her said, ‘Lady, how much did 
you have on the horse?’ She said, ‘That’s 
our horse. That’s our horse.’ The guy just 
looked at her and never did believe her. 

“When I went out to the winner’s circle, 
one of the first people I saw was my good 
friend Jim (McKay). I grabbed a hold of 
him and said, We got the money, we’re 


going to celebrate tonight,’ He said, ‘Billy, 
I’m about to go on the air to several mil¬ 
lion people, let me do my job now. We’ll 
talk tonight.’ 

‘We had a partner, Mr. Sears, on the 
horse. Of course, there’s only one trophy. 
I got (then Maryland Horse editor) Snowden 
Carter to flip a coin back at the stakes barn, 
I called heads and won the trophy. 

‘We had three 3-year-old stakes horses 
that year, we were doing pretty good going 
into the Preakness, but the Preakness put 
die icing on the cake and allowed us to start 
a syndication. We didn’t sell all die shares, 
but we sold enough of them to make the 
move from old Bonita at 200 acres to 
this place witii 400. Sometimes, I wonder 
if it was the right move when we’re out 
here taking care of this 400 acres, but we 
wouldn’t have made die move without him. 

“Until the day before his death, he went 
into his same paddock every day, he always 
loved carrots and Joan went to give him 
carrots and he didn’t want to eat them. I 
knew that was a bad sign. We buried him 
right next to his sire and dam-I have his 
tombstone coming. He was a kind horse, a 
good horse to work around, a good horse 
to breed, a good horse to have, a horse that 
gave as much as he possibly could.” ^

My Miss Aurelia, Questing (GB) don’t disappoint 
in Grade 1 Cotillion battle at Parx Racing

W hen the American Graded Stakes Committee 
bestowed Grade 1 status on the Cotillion Stakes for 
2012, Parx Racing boosted the purse from $750,000 
to $1 million, but the track’s marquee event for 3-year-old fillies 
attracted just four entries—leaving many disappointed. 

Before the race anyway. 


When the dirt setded, those in atten¬ 
dance at the Bensalem, Pa., racetrack Sept. 
22, as well as those who watched via 
simulcast feed, came away thinking they'd 
seen one of the most exciting races of the 
season, and among the best in the 42-year 
history of the Cotillion itself. 

A week before entries were taken for 
the P/ifi-mile race, Parx director of racing 
Sal Sinatra said he felt the field would be 
small, widi perhaps only about four rivals 
willing to take on die two heavyweights, 
champion My Miss Aurelia and multiple 
Grade 1 winner Questing (GB). 

As it turned out, Sinatra overestimated. 
The Cotillion wasn't much of a betting 
race, but was some display by two of the 
nation's best sophomore fillies. 

Shipping to Bensalem from owner/ 
breeder Godolphin's private Saratoga 
Springs, N.Y., training center at the former 
Greentree estate, Questing rode a three- 
race winning streak for trainer Kiaran 
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McLaughlin. The diminutive daughter of 
top young sire Hard Spun began her career 
in England on the turf, where she broke 
her maiden at first asking at Newbury 
last June. She would not win again for a 
year, losing twice narrowly in England 
with trainer John Gosden, finishing fifth 
in the Breeders' Cup Juvenile Fillies-G1 
and dropping two American turf races 
this year. Moved to the dirt by McLaughlin 
for a first-level allowance going a mile at 
Belmont Park June 24, she drew off late 
over future stakes winner Book Review. 
Questing went from there to Grade 1 
glory, taking the Coaching Club American 
Oaks and Alabama at Saratoga. Bred by 
Darley, she came into the Cotillion as the 
morning-line favorite at even money. 

George Bolton and Stones tree t Stables' 
My Miss Aurelia came into the Cotillion 
with a perfect record in five starts - mak¬ 
ing her debut at Saratoga in July 2011 and 
breezing through a perfect juvenile cam¬ 


paign. Trained by Steve Asmussen, she was 
voted the Eclipse Award as the champion 
2-year-old filly of 2011 with stakes wins 
in the Adirondack-G2, Frizette-Gl and 
Breeders' Cup Juvenile Fillies. 

Questing and My Miss Aurelia had 
met once before, in the Breeders' Cup at 
Churchill Downs. My Miss Aurelia domi¬ 
nated, winning by 3 lengths, while Questing 
was nearly 12 lengths behind the champion 
after encountering traffic trouble. 

A shin problem detected after the 
Breeders' Cup shelved My Miss Aurelia 
for nine months, and she wasn't seen again 
until Aug. 8 at Saratoga, when she easily 
won an overnight stakes. Her next target 
was the Cotillion. Like Questing, My Miss 
Aurelia shipped in from Saratoga and was 
tabbed as the second choice at 8-5 in the 
program. 

Just two fillies tackled the top pair in 
the Cotillion: John C. Oxley's Dixie Strike, 
a graded stakes winner in Canada, and 
Phillips Racing Partnership's stakes-placed 
Moment in Dixie. 

By post time Questing was 2-5, My 
Miss Aurelia 9-5 and the others far higher. 
With Irad Ortiz Jr. aboard, Questing went 
out to die lead when the gates popped, 
opening a 2 V 2 -length advantage early while 
racing in the middle of the track as Corey 
Nakatani allowed My Miss Aurelia to setde 
behind her.

Ortiz slowed the pace over a deep 
and loose track-causing McLaughlin to 
complain to Parx management because 
the surface was not being watered between 
races-going the first quarter-mile in 
25.19 seconds and the half in a pedestrian 
:50.04. She maintained that lead down the 
backstretch and was moving easily as she 
entered the far turn, but My Miss Aurelia 
was moving just as well, and began to edge 
closer, as did Dixie Strike. 

But as Questing arrived at the top of 
the lane, with 6 furlongs completed in 
1:14.72, it was apparent that the slow pace 
had not only benefited her, but My Miss 
Aurelia too. It was an all-out sprint to 
the wire, as My Miss Aurelia locked with 
Questing, and they slugged it out, stride 
for stride, toward the wire. Ortiz went to a 
left-handed stick on Questing, whose head 
was cocked toward her bigger rival, and 
the two exchanged bumps as they hurtled 
past the eighth pole. With long, ground¬ 
eating strides, My Miss Aurelia gradually 
poked her head in front in the shadow of 


the wire, under a powerful hand ride by 
Nakatani. Questing, who carried seven 
pounds more under the race's allowance 
conditions, grimly surrendered late, a win¬ 
ning effort under any other circumstances. 
The final time over the tiring track was 
1:44.54. 

Asmussen marveled at his champion's 
tenacity. 

“She's made us feel like this on more 
than one occasion," he said. “I think she 
proved once again how good she is. We 
gave her all of the time to come back 100 
percent and her well-being was die only 
concern. Ian Brennan at The Vinery (train¬ 
ing center in Florida) did a great job with 
her and she came into our barn in great 
shape." 

Waiting to greet their champion filly in 
die winner's circle were George Bolton, 
his mother Aurelia, and Barbara Banke, of 
Stones tree t Stables. 

“What a stride she has," exclaimed 
Bolton. “And Corey (Nakatani) didn't even 
have to use his whip. . . she's unbelievable." 


Aurelia Bolton, for whom My Miss 
Aurelia was named, has been a mascot of 
sorts for the big bay daughter of Smart 
Strike, traveling to all of her races. 

“I feel so honored, it was Jess (Jackson, 
die filly's late owner/breeder and Banke's 
husband) who said that I was at all of dieir 
major wins from great horses they'd had 
before, and decided to name this one for 
me," said Aurelia Bolton. “The point was 
that I was lucky. It's turned out that she's 
been extraordinary. And Jess had a lot of 
fillies that year." 

The victory pushed My Miss Aurelia's 
career earnings to $2,026,000. 

The winner's circle celebration had 
a decidedly mid-Atlantic flavor, as the 
Boltons hail from Maryland. Although 
George Bolton lives in California, he grew 
up on a 45-acre farm near Baltimore and 
rode in fox hunts. His father, Perry Bolton, 
owns steeplechasers and won the 1999 
Maryland Hunt Cup with Welter Weight 
(who also finished second in the race four 
times) as a partner in Armata Stable with 
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Ben Griswold. George Bolton’s grand¬ 
mother, Ida Perry Black, was prominent in 
timber and steeplechase racing, while his 
great-great-uncle, George Brown Jr., was 
a racing steward at Maryland tracks in the 
1950s and 1960s. 

“We still see a lot of Unionville and 
Chester County people,” said Aurelia Bol¬ 
ton. “My husband Perry has ’chasers so 
we mix with that crowd. I currently live 
in Brooklandville, right out of the city 
(of Baltimore). Tom Voss trains some of 
our horses (and trained Welter Weight), so 
does Kathy Neilson and a nice young guy 
named Todd Wyatt. So we’ve been lucky.” 

As for My Miss Aurelia, Bolton said it’s 
far easier to be a good-luck charm than an 
owner. “I’ve been rewarded with My Miss 
Aurelia,” she said. “I just sit back and enjoy 
this one. I don’t have to hear about it all the 
time and about things that go wrong because, 
fingers crossed, they haven’t with her.” 

Upset in the 
Pennsylvania Derby 

After Godolphin’s stinging loss with 
Questing in the Cotillion, the powerhouse 
stable looked for a little revenge in the 
$1 million Pennsylvania Derby-G2 with 
Alpha, who had dead-heated with Magic 
City Thoroughbred Partners’ Golden 
Ticket in the Travers Stakes-G1 at Saratoga 
on Aug. 25. 

As it turned out, die only one getting 
revenge was Questing’s jockey Ortiz. 

Back again to settle the score with 
Alpha in die 1 Vs-mile Pennsylvania Derby 
was Golden Ticket, but he was overlooked 
by Parx punters in die field of seven and 
sent off the third betting choice at 6-1 
behind favored Alpha (4-5) and second 
choice Macho Macho (3-1), winner of die 
West Virginia Derby-G2. 

The expected grudge match never 
materialized in the 33rd renewal of the 
track’s signature race, as J. Paul Reddam’s 
Handsome Mike, the longest shot in the 
field at better than 19-1, barreled down die 
stretch with Ortiz whipping and driving. 
The California shipper surprised every¬ 
one with a 2-length tally over the rally¬ 
ing Macho Macho and Golden Ticket in 
1:51.63. Alpha, rank and caught in traffic 
going into the first turn, shot up to engage 
Handsome Mike and then took the lead

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Of The People: Asmussen watches Grade 1 from rail

A s the horses left the paddock for 
the Cotillion, the first Grade 1 
stakes in Pennsylvania history, I 
started walking and editorially handicap¬ 
ping. Where was the story? 

Kiaran McLaughlin, trainer of 2-5 
favorite Questing, headed to the covered 
seating area next to the paddock. He had 
a chair in front of a television, along with 
a crowd. Family, Parx Racing officials, a 
guy with a video camera, a writer or two. 

Steve Asmussen, trainer of 9-5 second 
choice My Miss Aurelia headed through 
the paddock. Remembering his penchant 
for watching races out on the apron at 
Saratoga, I followed—and hoped nobody 
else did. Asmussen signed two autographs 
at the paddock gate, gave an enthusias- y 
tic “Mine too” when a fan said Rachel g 

o 

Alexandra was her favorite horse, shook | 
hands with the crew hanging on the m 
outdoor staircase railing. He turned left 
at the hot dog table in front of the boxy 
Parx building that used to be Philadelphia 
Park that used to be Keystone. A few fans 
nodded, some others offered good luck. 
Asmussen kept walking. Past the winner’s 
circle, the beer table, a dozen benches. 
Before the blacktop turned to grass, he 
turned right and headed for the track as 
the minutes-to-post clock ticked to one. 
He stopped just down from the sixteenth 
pole next to a guy in shorts, flip-flops and 
a polo shirt. Asmussen, in a brown suit, 
didn’t really fit in. The Philly fans noticed 
and started firing questions. 

“Hey, isn’t that..?” 

Yeah, that’s him. 

“Doesn’t he train..?” 

Yes, My Miss Aurelia, number three. 
“What’s his name? Asm os o?” 
Asmussen, Steve Asmussen. Wins 
about 500 races a year. 

“What’s he doing down here? Hey, 
what are you doing down here?” 

I don’t know, he likes it down here. I’m 
writing a story, I think. If he wins, it’ll be 
great. If he doesn’t, I’m not sure what I’m 
going to do. 

As the four fillies approached the gate, 
Asmussen and everyone else focused. 
My Miss Aurelia went in just as a father 
lifted his daughter-in a Brian Dawkins 
jersey-on to his shoulders. Next to them, 
Asmussen inched a little closer to the rail 
for a better view. The gates clattered open, 
die horses pushed forward, die tractors 


roared away, the fans leaned. Asmussen 
watched his undefeated champion, in her 
second start at age 3, get up to speed 
and shadow Questing for jockey Corey 
Nakatani. 

Then Asmussen started walking again. 
Hands on hips, eyes staring ahead and 
down, he walked toward the quarter pole— 
looking like an old-fashioned father in a 
waiting room. He took 10, 20, 30 steps 
as the horses went a quarter-mile in 25.19 
seconds, a half in :50.04. Firmly in the 
picnic area now, Asmussen finally looked 
out at the track as Questing and My Miss 
Aurelia galloped past the half-mile pole. 
Into the turn they raced, Questing in front 
and looking for her fourth consecutive 
win. A length down but matching die 
leader’s every move, My Miss Aurelia 
loomed. Asmussen stood still, bedlam 
from the bettors all around him. The two 
fillies curved out of the turn, reached the 
quarter pole and the trainer sprung to life. 

“Come on, Aurelia. Come on, Aurelia. 
Come on, Aurelia. Come on, come on, 
come on.” 

He punctuated it with a whistle, shrill, 
loud—one, two, three blasts the way some¬ 
one might call a Labrador Retriever-and 
turned to face the track. Lapped on 
Questing, My Miss Aurelia dug in as she 
ran past her trainer. He ran with her for a 
step or two, watched the track, watched 
the infield screen, jogged, jumped and 
punched the air at the finish - another fan 


widi the crowd at another Philly sporting 
event. It could have been a Ryan Howard 
home run. It might have been a DeSean 
Jackson touchdown run. It was My Miss 
Aurelia, Steve Asmussen and some new 
friends hard by the rail at Parx Racing. 

Asmussen high-fived the fans, thanked 
some for their support, shrugged, briefly 
looked weak in the knees. He headed 
to the winner’s circle, trainer of a now 
6-for-6 filly who prevailed in a special race 
at an unlikely venue. She won the 2011 
Eclipse Award as champion juvenile filly 
for Stones tree t Stable and George Bolton. 

Asmussen, like anyone who watched 
him watch the Cotillion, will savor 
Saturday’s moment-which didn’t really 
have to happen. Asmussen could have 
found another spot, could have avoid¬ 
ed two-time Saratoga Grade 1 winner 
Questing, and could have watched the 
race from the paddock like McLaughlin 
or one of the many plush chairs in the 
horsemen’s box area. 

“It’s a good spot,” he said of his rail- 
side view, which actually stems to Asmus- 
sen’s time at Ruidoso Downs in New 
Mexico (where the horsemen’s viewing 
area is along the rail in the stretch. “I 
wanted to see her away from there and see 
how she was in the post parade. I looked 
at the monitor, loved where she was down 
the backside. Then all you want to know 
is, ‘is she good enough?’ ” 

Yes. # 
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on the backstretch, but quickly faded and 
eventually finished sixth. 

Handsome Mike, a 3-year-old son 
of Scat Daddy purchased privately by 
Reddam last year, came into the race with 
only a maiden win to his credit, but placed 
in two graded stakes. In his two most 
recent starts, he had finished fourth in 
die Grade 1 Secretariat Stakes on turf at 
Arlington Park, and Haskell Invitational at 
Monmouth Park on dirt. 

There was a wild celebratory scene in 
the winner’s circle when Ortiz arrived widi 
Handsome Mike, as members of the colt’s 
entourage shouted and waved the flag of 
Puerto Rico (for Ortiz). Neither Reddam 
nor the colt’s suspended trainer, Doug 
O’Neill, nor his program trainer, Leandro 
Mora, was at Parx. Ortiz didn’t set out to 
be in front early, but wound up there by 
default. 

“It’s funny because some other horses 
broke widi speed but nobody went,” he 
said. “My horse looked like he was going to 
be in the middle of the pack. It was not my 
plan to be on the lead, but my horse was 
very relaxed and going easy. He was happy 
there and he just stayed running. They told 
me to ride my race and that’s all I did.” 

Handsome Mike’s Pennsylvania Derby 
victory increased his lifetime earnings to 
$756,780 and gave Reddam and O’Neill 
another big 3-year-old victory to go widi 
I’ll Have Another’s wins in the Kentucky 
Derby-Gl and Preakness-Gl. He was bred 
in Kentucky by John Liviakis. 

Two stakes highlight 
stellar undercard 

Beneath the two major races, the 
Gallant Bob Stakes, for 3-year-old sprint¬ 
ers, and the Alphabet Soup Handicap, for 
Pennsylvania-bred turf veterans, attracted 
the most attention on a 12-race card widi 
total purses of more than $3 million. 

The $300,000 Gallant Bob lured tal¬ 
ented Grade 1 sprint winners Trinniberg 
and Currency Swap in a field of eight. The 
big names took all the betting money, but 
in the end 14-1 shot Well Spelled charged 
from last to first to capture the 6-furlong 
stakes in 1:09.08 by a half length over 
Trinniberg, with Private Zone third. 

Owned by GSP Racing Stable and 
trained by Ben Perkins Jr., Well Spelled won 
die Jersey Shore Stakes-G3 at Monmoudi 
Park in July, but hadn’t faced the same 
top competition, thus his long odds. The 
3-year-old son of Spellbinder upped his 
career mark to four wins from 11 starts, 
and boosted his earnings to $347,260. He 
also stayed perfect in two starts at Parx. 
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Despite eight runners, the $100,000 
Alphabet Soup looked like a two-horse race 
as Philly Ace and Roadhog renewed their 
rivalry in the 1 Vis-miles turf stakes-and 
lived up to the opinions as Brushwood 
Stable homebred Philly Ace held on to 
win by a nose over his rival in 1:45.05. Sir 
Cadian was 2 3 A lengths back in third. 

The victory avenged a loss to Roadhog 
in the Robellino at Penn National in August 
and kept Philly Ace perfect in three starts 
at Parx for trainer Christophe Clement. 
Kendrick Carmouche rode the 4-5 favorite, 
a son of Smart Strike. Philly Ace improved 
to 6-for-12 lifetime and pushed his career 
earnings to $277,446. 

The winner is out of Bloomy (by Polish 
Numbers), who also raced for Brushwood 
and Clement. Her dam was Late Bloomer, 


a daughter of Stage Door Johnny who was 
champion older female of 1978. 

News and Notes 

The Cotillion was the first Grade 1 
stakes held in Pennsylvania, ever. The race 
dates to 1969, when it was run at the long- 
gone Liberty Bell Park ... In addition, the 
day was the first in the country (outside of 
the Breeders’ Cup) to host two races worth 
$1 million . . . While Parx does not report 
attendance numbers, the place was crowd¬ 
ed from the dining rooms to the picnic 
area at the top of the stretch-drawn by the 
major races and numerous other special 
touches.. . On-track handle for the 12-race 
card was $564,554, and total handle was 
$4,361,459, the highest of the year. ^

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Monmouth Park’s 

New Deal 

Horsemen build foundation for future 
with first try at track management

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lthough he’s been a vital part of the Monmouth Park 
management team for four decades, holding the reins 
at Monmouth Park in 2012 made Bob Kulina at times 


feel like an apprentice. 

“When I sit back and analyze the year, I think 'Holy cow. 
How did we even do this?’ This is my 40th year here and even 
though Monmouth Park has been here since 1946, it’s almost 
like it was day one for us,” said Kulina, the president of Darby 
Development LLC, which now operates the venerable track at 
the New Jersey shore. “We had to start a whole new company. 
From a business perspective, it was daunting.” 


The recently completed live racing sea¬ 
son could be called the Monmouth Park 
Miracle. After plans by casino developer 
and former lessee Morris Bailey to lease the 
track again from the New Jersey Sports 
Exposition Authority fell through in 
December last year, Governor Chris 
Christie intended to privatize racing in the 
state and die track was in real danger of 
shuttering its doors. Then the New Jersey 
Thoroughbred Horsemen's Association 
stepped up and emerged as the successful 
bidder, but that wasn't until late February 
and the deal wasn't officially closed until 
May, which is when Monmouth's live racing 
season traditionally breaks from the gate. 

“The race meet was already underway 
just two days after we got our permit to 
operate and took over on May 3,” said 
Kulina. “So we had to face an awful lot of 
challenges all at the same time this year.” 

The new management team, which 
included Thoroughbred owner and attor¬ 
ney Dennis Drazin as die advisor to Darby 
Development and the NJTHA, opened 
the inaugural Meadowlands Spring Meet 
with turf racing only on Kentucky Oaks 
and Kentucky Derby days, May 4-5. Then 
the action shifted to Monmouth on May 
12 for 65 days of live racing through Oct. 
8. From Oct. 12 through Breeders' Cup 
weekend on Nov. 2-3, there were an addi¬ 
tional eight days of grass racing scheduled 
on Fridays and Saturdays exclusively again 
at the Meadowlands, a harness track leased 
from die NJSEA by Jeff Gural. 

Why bookend the meet and try to run at 
two tracks? “It is important to establish our 
presence at the Meadowlands to preserve 
certain future rights which may come to 
pass at that location,” Drazin wrote in a 
letter to the horsemen dated Aug. 23. 


For die present, there were plenty of 
immediate changes and challenges. 

<( When we came in we had to make 
some very tough, very hard business deci¬ 
sions that affected lifelong employees,” 
said Kulina. “Basically, we reduced labor 
expenses by 20 percent. This affected peo¬ 
ple whom I've known and worked with for 
a very long time, and that was the most 
difficult thing. Some of it was the elimina¬ 
tion of some full-time positions plus other 
reductions in staffing, but the majority of 
it was cost savings in salaries.” 

Moreover, 16 contracts with labor 
unions were renegotiated and the last one 
wasn't completed until mid-September. A 
new food and beverage company was 
brought in so there were significant snafus 
and snags in the transition, four new giant 
video boards had to be purchased and 
installed to enhance the fans' ability to 
watch the races, and then there were mat¬ 
ters tike insurance and banking. 

“I had never gone out personally before 
and negotiated health-care policies and 
things like workmen's compensation,” said 
Kulina. “We had to establish credit. We had 
to go to the same bank we've been using 
for 20 years to do that. We thought it would 
take two hours but it took two months. So 
the process of just starting the business 
was a great task.” 

To further complicate die situation, the 
rumors and uneasiness surrounding the 
status of the 2012 meet and the immediate 
future of Thoroughbred racing in New 
Jersey made it difficult for some horsemen 
to commit when stall applications were 
distributed. For the first time in as long 
as anyone could remember, there were 
empty shedrows on the backstretch. That 
adversely affected the quality of racing.

“If I have one disappointment with this 
year, it's that the product wasn't up to my 
standards,” Kulina said. “We will definitely 
address that for next year. It was too late 
in the process for this year and there was 
so much uncertainty out diere, and right¬ 
fully so, among the horsemen that we just 
weren't able to properly prepare for the 
meet.” 

Monmouth planned to offer horsemen 
an average of $400,000 in daily purse distri¬ 
butions this year after giving away $430,672 
on average in 2011. Up until 2010, when 
Monmouth ran its “Elite Meet” with pay¬ 
outs close to $1 million per card, the track 
received purse supplements of $15-20 mil¬ 
lion per year from the New Jersey casino 
industry in Atlantic City. But that added 
revenue stream has dried up completely. 

Through late September, purses aver¬ 
aged just under $400,000 daily but were 
overpaid, according to Drazin. Figures 
obtained from the New Jersey Racing 
Commission indicated that from May 1 
through July 31, the most current data avail¬ 
able at press time, Monmouth's all sources 
average daily handle was $4,323,627 and 
the daily average handle on track was 
$575,852. Those numbers reflected a deep 
decline of 18.5 percent on the all sources 
handle and a drop of 12.4 percent on-track 
with more than two months remaining on 
the schedule. 
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"I am confident that the future of 
Monmouth Park is in good hands 
and we will be successful in saving 
Monmouth Park forever.” -Dennis Drazin 


“In the grand 
scheme of things, 

I’m afraid the 
handle was soft,” 

Kulina said. “But 
that was in our pro¬ 
jections considering 
all of the difficul¬ 
ties we faced this 
year. That is why 
over this winter we will focus on improving 
our product.” 

Nonetheless, on-track attendance was 
up about 1 percent in the commission 
report and those figures were calculated 
before Monmouth offered its annual 
August Shore Chef Crab Cook-Off, which 
attracted more than 25,000 fans, the Craft 
Beer and BBQ Festival, which brought 
more than 26,000 people through the gates 
on successive days in September, the New 
Jersey Thoroughbred Festival and other 
popular seasonal promotions. 

“I think the final numbers will show 
that attendance remained up. We had a lot 
of success with our marketing events and 
there was great energy around them. Our 
attendance reflected that we can still get 
people to come here and we have the abil¬ 
ity to expand on that. That’s the positive 
we’re taking away,” Kulina said. 

Another plus, according to Drazin, is 
that the track’s operational losses in the 
first year under the new management were 
only 50 percent of what the NJSEA had 
projected. Moreover, a variety of innova¬ 
tive and new ways to raise revenue sat right 
on the horizon. 

On Sept. 29, Bluegrass Miniature Golf, 
two 18-hole courses complete with unique 
horse racing themes, opened on the north 
end of track property and diere will be a 
grand opening on Kentucky Derby Day 
2013. The picnic area will be expanded for 
next year and a boardwalk will be added to 
it, a summer stage concert venue is being 
designed and should also be ready by open¬ 
ing day, and a water theme park, an IMAX 
theatre, stand-alone restaurants, a hotel 
and other projects are included in the long- 
range plans for 2014 and beyond. 

There are also expanded wagering 
opportunities to consider. 

“Our intention is to have two new 
OTW (off-track wagering) sites in our 
territory in North Jersey underway by 
opening day next year. Dennis and I have 
narrowed down four or five different sites 
and now we have to enter into negotiations 
over them. The process has been going on 
all summer,” Kulina said in late September. 
“We hope that process starts moving really 
quickly because that’s our future. Another 


revenue source we are moving forward 
with in New Jersey is exchange wagering 
and we hope to have that up and running 
by opening day next year as well. 

“We still have New Jersey bets (4NJbets. 
com, an ADW or advance deposit wager¬ 
ing system) and that is the one part of our 
business that’s growing every year. We’re 
trying to expand our distribution network 
through OTWs and the account wagering 
system. We now have the ability to put 
wagering machines in bars and restaurants 
and we’re moving forward with that as 
well. Now that the live season is wrapping 
up, we’re spending more time focusing on 
those important parts of the business.” 

Then diere is the matter of sports 
betting. Christie has signed a bill passed 
by the legislature that permits casinos 
and racetracks in New Jersey to accept 
wagers on sporting events. Monmoudi 
Park is proceeding with an application 
for a sports betting license even though 
the National Football League, National 
Basketball Association, National Hockey 
League, Major League Baseball and the 
National Collegiate Athletic Association 
have all filed a suit in federal court against 
the governor and the state. 

Drazin said that it is his strong opinion 
that the federal law which bars sports bet¬ 
ting in states other than Nevada, Delaware, 
Oregon and Montana is unconstitutional. 

“Whenever sports betting does come 
to pass, we are going to be a part of it,” 
Kulina said. “There is a lot of stuff in the 
near future that we are out there on.” 

The immediate focus remains on the 
live racing product. While die stakes sched¬ 
ule, which includes the Grade 1 Haskell 
Invitational and United Nations among its 
17 graded stakes events, is impressive and 
attracts quality runners from all over the 
country, the overnight program needs to 
show improvement, and immediately. 

“Before Christmas, I want everyone in 
the industry to know when we are running, 
what we are doing, and what we will be 
giving away,” Kulina said. “Then we can go 
out and recruit horsemen, who will have 
every confidence about our race meet. 
You can tell people that it’s all going to 
be okay so many times, but then you have 
to show diem that it is okay. We’ll have 


our first (condition) 
book out very early 
and Mike Dempsey 
(Monmouth’s direc¬ 
tor of racing and 
racing secretary) 
and I are personally 
going to go back 
out on the road to 
talk with the horse¬ 
men individually. We are definitely looking 
to strengthen our product.” 

New Jersey still does not allow the 
installation of slot machines at its race¬ 
tracks but is bordered on all sides by states 
that do. Tracks in New York, Pennsylvania 
and Delaware have slots and the machines 
are also fueling purses in Maryland, Ohio 
and West Virginia, with Massachusetts 
soon to follow. Parx Racing in Philadelphia 
and Belmont Park and Aqueduct in New 
York are an easy van ride away. 

‘You learn how to compete with the 
tracks that have slots and you do the best 
you can,” said Kulina, who is the son of 
the late trainer Joe Kulina and has been 
a racing secretary during his long career. 
“That’s why we’ve done what we’ve done 
the last couple of years. We concentrate 
our product on three days of racing and 
we do whatever type of racing we think 
we can do in the best way that we can do 
it. If I can’t compete with $90,000 maiden 
races someplace else, then so be it. So let’s 
go out there and bring in those horsemen 
who want to run for what we’re offering. 
We’re going to try to put a round peg in a 
round hole.” 

Under the current lease agreement, the 
NJTHA will operate Monmouth and up to 
five OTWs, including the highly success¬ 
ful one open in Woodbridge Township, 
through 2016. After the initial five-year 
lease is up, the NJTHA will have the option 
to extend it for up to three terms of 10 
years each. For the first five-year period, 
the horsemen’s rent on the track is only $1 
although they must pay all of the track’s 
operating costs. 

“I am confident that the future of 
Monmouth Park is in good hands and we 
will be successful in saving Monmouth 
Park forever,” Drazin said. 

Horsemen who stabled at the track this 
year were in agreement. 

“I think things are going in the right 
direction and I’m really encouraged about 
die future here,” said Eddie Pies a Jr., who 
splits his divisions between Monmouth 
and Calder Race Course, where he has 
been the leading trainer five times. “I’m 
already looking forward to coming back 
with a full barn in 2013.”

Pierrot Lunaire 
rides new home 
to Grade 1 triumph 


B lythe Miller Davies and her husband 
Joe bought Dumnore Farm in April, 
and moved into the former home of 
Hall of Fame trainer Sidney Watters Jr. in 


June. As of October, they were still work¬ 
ing on the main house, still sorting out 
the property near Monkton, Md., still get¬ 
ting comfortable along with their children, 


horses, ponies, dogs, cats, goats and others 
in the menagerie. 

But they’ve got the galloping field fig¬ 
ured out. 

Like many farm training areas, the field 
is just that-a field-but this one might 
have something extra. 

“The turf is so good, it's old turf, 
perfect,” said Davies. “Mr. Watters never 
farmed it, it’s always been turf, just beauti¬ 
ful land. It’s a huge field, it’s not tight, not 
repetitive, it’s got just enough hill for them 
to get fit, but it flattens out so you can keep 
the speed in them too.” 

Davies and her father Bruce put that 
gallop to good use with veteran stee¬ 
plechase Pierrot Lunaire, who upset the 
$150,000 Lonesome Glory-NSAl at 
Belmont Park Sept. 27. Sent off at better 
than 48-1, he ended a three-year winless 
streak—holding off Spy in the Sky by 
a nose as Charminster (Ire) took third. 
The winner covered 2Vi miles in 4:37.78. 
The field-former home to the Elkridge-

Harford Hunter Trials-doesn’t get all the 
credit, Davies said. 

“It’s been a long time since he’d won,” 
she said. “He had enough grit and determi¬ 
nation and it worked out great. He’s always 
been a good horse, he’s tricky to train and 
for whatever reason it all worked out this 
time. He found the energy at the end. It 
was close, and Spy in the Sky ran great, but 
you could tell (Pierrot Lunaire) didn’t want 
to let him by.” 

The first two finishers ran essentially 
the same race, rating well back in the field 
and emerging with late runs on the final 
turn. Morning-line favorite Demonstrative 
was scratched in the paddock after jockey 
Robbie Walsh was injured one race earlier, 
leaving a mixed bag of 10. Winless in two 
starts this year, Grade 1 winner Tax Ruling 
looked to get back on track, as did stakes 
veterans Divine Fortune and Left Unsaid 
(who both fell at Saratoga). Novice stakes 
winner History Boy stepped into open 
company for the first time. Grade 1 winner 
Spy in the Sky looked to keep his career 
resurgence going and brought along entry- 
mate Due de Savoie as a pacemaker. 

As is often die case in steeplechasing, 
freshness prevailed as the winner was the 
only starter to not race at Saratoga this 
summer. The son of War Chant exited 
a fifth in the David L. “Zeke” Ferguson 
Memorial-NSA3 at Colonial Downs in 
June. Bred in Kentucky, but raced in Eng¬ 
land on die flat and over jumps (while 
widi leading trainer Paul Nicholls), Pierrot 
Lunaire won his American debut with an 
upset of champion Good Night Shirt in 
the 2009 Iroquois-NSAl. In his next nine 
starts spaced over parts of three seasons, 
the best he could do was third (twice) in 
die Temple Gwathmey-NSA3 in 2011 and 
2012 . 

All that changed at Belmont. 

Ridden by Bernie Dalton, Pierrot Lun¬ 
aire setded in sixtii early as Due de Savoie 
set die early pace. Tax Ruling rolled along 
in second, while Left Unsaid found a spot 
in fourth. Spy in the Sky, History Boy and 
Divine Fortune were behind the winner 
early, letting the race unfold. Down the 
long Belmont backside, Due de Savoie still 
led, but the others were working out dieir 
runs-Left Unsaid looked poised, as did 
History Boy. Behind them, Pierrot Lunaire 
and Spy in the Sky began to unspool iden¬ 
tical races-keeping pace, but not working 
hard. Tax Ruling weakened first and began 
to retreat as Left Unsaid, Charminster 


and History Boy closed in on the leader. 
Behind them, Pierrot Lunaire swung wide 
and kicked. He brought Spy in the Sky 
along for the run. They touched down 
fourth and fifth over the second-last, but 
carried the most speed. Pierrot Lunaire 
landed in front at the last, Spy in the Sky a 
half-length down. He made up that margin 
in a few strides and they traded punches — 
and the lead-through the final yards. On 
the bob-he was beaten a stride before the 
wire—Pierrot Lunaire won by a nose. He 
paid $99.50 and led big exacta ($594) and 
trifecta ($2,241) payoffs. 

The bells and whistles of a longshot 
winner had everyone else talking, but 
Dalton felt he was in with a shot. 

“He ran well in the Zeke Ferguson over 
a little shorter trip against faster horses, 
and I was happy with him there,” said 
the jockey, who won the 2009 Lonesome 
Glory with Red Letter Day ($44.60). “They 
told me he was training well at home, 
otherwise they wouldn’t have brought him 
up here. Being the underdog, there are no 
worries. If you finish second, everybody’s 
still happy. There’s no pressure.” 

He rode like it, patiently letting the race 
unfold, and staying inside until he needed 
room to run late. Davies took the blink¬ 
ers off the veteran, who responded when 
challenged by Spy in the Sky before the 
wire. 

“I didn’t think we went particularly 
fast early on and going down the back I 
thought they were going to quicken up 
and leave me,” Dalton said. “He just kept 


jumping his way into it, I was traveling 
all the way. I was following (Left Unsaid) 
most of the way around. I eased out com¬ 
ing to the second-last and he winged it. He 
got a bit of confidence from it. I brought 
Spy in the Sky with me and he was right 
there. My lad is a little on the leery side and 
was just doing enough. He kept sticking his 
head out, sticking his head out.” 

Back home in Maryland, Davies rode 
the race along with Dalton and liked what 
she saw. 

“I lost my voice watching it,” she said. 
“He likes to come from behind. At home 
he’ll follow another horse and he needed 
somebody to be patient and believe in him. 
Bernie rode him so well. Coming around 
the last turn, he looked like he was still 
going well, I could see him keeping his 
momentum and Spy in the Sky was really 
running too. Neither one of them wanted 
to be denied.” 

The victory hit home for the former 
champion jockey, regular rider of the race’s 
namesake. Trained by Bruce Miller for 
Kay Jeffords, Lonesome Glory won loads 
of important races (including the 1993 
Breeders’ Cup Steeplechase at Belmont), 
five steeplechase championships and a 
ticket to the Hall of Fame. 

“Dad and I did it together and it’s been 
a long time since we’d worked together,” 
Davies said. “It’s so amazing. It meant a lot 
for all of us.” 

♦ One race before the Lonesome Glory, 
the $50,000 William Entenmann Memorial 
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novice stakes featured a short-priced win¬ 
ner as favorite Gustavian prevailed by a 
half-length over second-choice Alajmal in 
a roughly run race. 

A dozen horses started, but just six fin¬ 
ished as there were five falls and a pull-up. 

Hickory Tree Stables 7 Gustavian stayed 
out of trouble on the inside and emerged 
at the last fence for jockey Paddy Young. 
The 6-year-old took a short lead away from 
the last and held off Alajmal late while cov¬ 
ering 2% miles in 4:09.85. Forgotten Man 
finished third. The winner hadn’t run since 
a runner-up effort in the Ferguson (the 
same race as Pierrot Lunaire) and prevailed 
over several who made Saratoga starts. The 
break was by design, according to trainer 
Leslie Young. 

“After the Ferguson, we could have 
gone to Saratoga and we talked it over, 77 
said the jockey’s wife. “Paddy would have 
had other commitments, we thought the 
horse would be more suited to Belmont 
and the ground we get in the fall, so we 
just thought we should wait, freshen him 
up and go for a fall campaign.” 


Bred in Kentucky by Whitewood Stable, 
Gustavian has done little wrong in nine 
jump starts (three wins and five seconds) 
but has been limited by foot issues. Trained 
on the flat by Graham Motion, the son 
of Giant’s Causeway and Grade 1 win¬ 
ner Moss flower (by Affirmed) finished 2 
lengths behind Grade 1 turf stakes winner 
Winchester at Keeneland in 2010 and cost 
$325,000 as a yearling at Saratoga in 2007. 
Owner Jim Treptow’s daughter Cheris are 
longtime friends and when Gustavian’s flat 
career stalled, steeplechasing became the 
next step. 

“He was nice horse who wasn’t going 
to be a stakes horse and they didn’t want 
to lose him for a tag,” said Young. “Mr. 
Treptow stuck with us, he’s been very 
patient. Pm happy for them, the horse has 
been second in some good races.” 

SHAWAN DOWNS 
HELPS RESTART SEASON 

Two days after Belmont, the steeple¬ 
chase crowd turned to Maryland’s Shawan 


Downs and a mixed meet of timber, hurdle 
and training flat races. The day did not 
feature a stakes, but did lure a solid crowd 
and competitive racing with heady perfor¬ 
mances by veterans and newcomers. 

The $15,000 open timber feature 
showcased another standout effort from 
Rainbows for Luck. Owned by Greg 
Bentley, the 11-year-old collected his sec¬ 
ond win of 2012 and fifth over jumps 
dating back to 2007. The Canadian-bred 
handled a solid field at Shawan, taking over 
late to turn back Grinding Speed by three- 
quarters of a length with Dakota Slew 
third. Jody Petty rode the winner, a son of 
Benny the Dip, for trainer and close friend 
Eddie Graham. A former champion, Petty 
rides out regularly every morning at Fair 
Hill Training Center but keeps his racing 
schedule limited. The Shawan win was his 
third of the year, from just eight mounts. 

“Those were the first fences I’d jumped 
in a race since Penn National (in June),” he 
said. “I told Eddie over die summer that 
I wasn’t riding much and if he wanted to 
find somebody younger and more in the 
game that was fine widi me. He’s one of 
my best friends in the world and he said I 
was riding him. He wouldn’t let me say no. 
I’ll ride a horse like that any time, I don’t 
care what time of year it is.” 

Also at Shawan, Merriefield Farm’s 
Witor (Ger) graduated the maiden hurdle 
ranks in his second jump start for trainer 
Todd Wyatt. The 4-year-old won twice on 
die flat at Colonial Downs in 2011 and 
finished third in his jump debut at the 
Saratoga Open House. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

The Saratoga meet ended with two 
hurdle races, which went to Mid-Adantic 
horses. Riders Up Farm’s You die Man 
(bred in Pennsylvania by his owner Bill 
Fossett) halted a layoff of more than two 
years with an optional claiming hurdle win 
Aug. 30. Wyatt trains the son of Lear Fan 
and Fossett’s mare No Fat Chicks (by 
Spring Double) in Maryland... Pennsylvania 
owner/trainer/breeder Jonathan Sheppard 
collected a filly/m are stakes win with 
Cubist in the $75,000 Mrs. Walter M. 
Jeffords Stakes, also Aug. 30. The 5-year- 
old daughter of Royal Academy and 
Sheppard’s mare Effervescent (by Citi- 
dancer) won for the second time over 
jumps and repeated a Saratoga win by her 
half-brother Italian Wedding in 2011. ^

Trainer Heckrotte 
making waves 
in two careers 



B ev Heckrotte saddled a groundbreak¬ 
ing filly at Laurel Park and soon 
dangled the loose rein of destiny 
At a grandstand picnic table dressed in 
sunshine, she served portions of a story 
uncommonly spiced: of her legal marriage 
to Sheila “Cleo” Curry, of the condemned 
breeding that brought stakes-winning 
candy thief and burgeoning broodmare 
Spring Kitten, and of her sudden, dedi¬ 
cated aim to become a mortician. 

Not any mortician. Heckrotte, a small¬ 
time trainer who once scrambled for gas 
money to get to the track, has built one 
of die largest unaffiliated direct-crema¬ 
tion facilities in Maryland. Going Home 
Cremation Service, a company she found¬ 
ed in 2001, had kindled a graphic transfor¬ 
mation within the state’s funeral industry 
even before Heckrotte added die $1.5 mil¬ 
lion Final Journey crematory in 2009. 

The crematory appears a generic blue 
barn at the southern reach of Carroll 
County, but there’s no masking its impact. 
Heckrotte said the facility was more than 
100 calls ahead of 2011 and on pace to 
perform close to 900 human cremations 
this year, reflecting a trend away from cost¬ 
lier full-body burials in the state and nation. 

Final Journey also does individual pet 
cremations but not horses; its second, 
smaller furnace accommodates animals up 
to 750 pounds. 

“It might sound funny,” Heckrotte said. 
“When people bring their pets in, it’s hard 
for me; I don’t want to hear the stories of 
what happened to ’em. And the horses, 
they’re such a love for me. I don’t know if 
I could do it.” 

Heckrotte, 51, said her business draws 
three-quarters of its clients by spoken tout, 
which blunts advertising costs. But she’ll 
occasionally present a navy blue Going 
Home ball cap, an embroidered sun shoot¬ 
ing rays of light through embroidered 
clouds above the bill. And on the back of 
the cap, a phrase that reveals her playful 
bent even amid the drear: MAKE AN 
ASH OF YOURSELF 

This burning desire, one might say, was 
born of compassion. 

“I had a friend of mine; she was 55 
years old, and she had been diagnosed 
with ovarian cancer five years before that, 
and she was coming to the end of the 
line,” Heckrotte said. “And I took her 
to the funeral home, and it just wasn’t a 
very good experience. She was really sick 
and jaundiced, and she was tryin’ to joke 
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around with the mortician, and he just 
wasn’t gonna have any parts of it. You 
would have thought that he was the person 
dyin’, not her.” 

Her friend died in April 1997; that 
September, Heckrotte enrolled in mortuary 
school, a two-year program at Catonsville 
Community College. She’d work mornings 
training a few horses for Brick House Farm, 
work afternoons at an auto parts store and 
spend Monday through Thursday evenings 
in class, the financial shackle unloosed by a 
Maryland Racing Media Association back- 
stretch scholarship. 

She graduated six months early and 
began apprenticing in a full-service funeral 
home, a 1,000-hour requirement for a mor¬ 
tician’s license. 

“When I met my boss, I said, d’ve got 
to come in a little bit later, because I’ve got 
to train my horses first,’ ” she said. “And 
the whole time I was there, I kept seein’ 
more and more people come in who just 
wanted a basic cremation. At that time in 
Maryland, the only place that you could go 
for a cremation was a funeral home.” 

So she crafted a business plan with help 
from Curry, a former grants administrator 
for the University of Maryland’s School of 
Pharmacy. “We had to pick somethin’ that 
was gonna be different than the funeral 
homes that had been around for a hundred 
years, because we’re competing against 
them,” Heckrotte said. 

A lack of overhead wrought pricing 
power. Initially an office at Brick House 
Farm in Ellicott City, Going Home offered 
basic cremation service-retrieving bodies 
day and night, facilitating death certificates 
and other paperwork, then contracting out 
the cremations. But die volume became 
too great for outside crematories, and 
Heckrotte figured a custom-built crema¬ 
tory would justify the cost in such a rapid- 
growth industry. 

She began making architectural sketches 
for Final Journey, complete with viewing 
area, and sought racetrack pals to help 
blaze the way. Ginger Rowley, who rode 
alongside Bev at age 9 and later galloped 
horses at Maryland tracks, serves as princi¬ 
pal crematory operator; exercise rider Jodi 
Murphy also operates the retort; Equibase 
chart-caller Bill Brasaemle works the retort 
and retrieves bodies, and Eddie Warner, 
assistant to trainer Hugh McMahon, serves 
as mechanic to the 18-ton, brick-lined 
retorts that run at 1700 degrees. 

From the time she started gallop¬ 
ing horses at Merryland Farm in 1978, 
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Heckrotte had learned to diversify. True to 
her pedigree, she spent years as an emer¬ 
gency medical technician; absent people 
to fix, she worked on cars. Not long after 
trainer Dean Gaudet hired her, Heckrotte 
accepted this offer from a desperate Bowie 
Racetrack emergency crew: Keep the 
rattletrap track ambulances running, and 
we’ll pay for your certification as an auto 
mechanic. Fully credentialed, she repaired 
cars from home and later managed a 
Goodyear tire and service center. 

How adventurous is she? She said she 
gelded Buster, her 33-year-old Tennessee 
Walking Horse-turned-paddock pony, with 
bolt cutters. She rides a bossy, blood-red 
Kawasaki Vulcan 1700 motorcycle. 

Going Home began revving the year 
before Spring Kitten took her first feisty 
strides for money, the stripe-faced, dark 
bay pixie given to flamboyant acts of 
whimsy under jockey and exercise rider 
Kaymarie Kreidel. 

“When Kay would gallop her in the 
morning, sometimes she’d go to the track, 
sometimes she’d wander around all the 
barns in the stable area,” Heckrotte said. 
“She’d go hustle candy. She’d go over to 
Mike Trombetta’s barn, and she’d eat their 
alfalfa. She knew where their alfalfa was 
kept.” 

Spring Kitten often got her way in 
turf sprints too, delivering Heckrotte’s 
only stakes victory—the 2004 Buckland 
at Colonial Downs. The performance 
further honored Heckrotte’s ice-breaking 
gifts: The winner’s circle photo features 
a Virginia couple she’d met in Wyoming 
days before. 

All told, ‘Kitty’ won five of 34 starts 
and $158,966 across five seasons. She has 
an Albert the Great yearling filly, Sassy 
Little Cat, carries an Einstein (Brz) foal 
and anchors a fledgling female line that 
exists only through Heckrotte’s charming 
tenacity. 

Training Brick House horses and start¬ 
ing mortuary school in 1998, Heckrotte 
appealed to breed Lady Roman Spring to 
Storm of Angels, an unraced Storm Cat 
stallion then standing in New York. By 
Horatius out of the Salem mare Salem 
Susan, a five-race winner of $31,209, Lady 
Roman Spring was deemed an unsuitable 
cover, until Heckrotte mentioned a Two 
Punch mare Brick House also sought to 
breed. Amid the thaw, a deal was arranged 
to send both mares to Storm of Angels, 
who died in 2006 with a single stakes win¬ 
ner: Spring Kitten. 




After principals Tommy Taro and Judy 
Leyse disbanded Brick House, Heckrotte 
again adapted. Seeking dirt-proven horses 
with untapped turf potential, she claimed 
her first horse in 2010. “If you’re patient,” 
she said, “you can buy cheaper than you 
can breed ’em.” 

Either way, they sustain her. “There’s 
been many mornings people see me sitting 
here at 5 o’clock waiting for the track to 
open, and they’ll be like, What’d you do, 
fall asleep in the car?’” Heckrotte said. 
“Five o’clock, if I’m here, it’s because I’m 
cornin’ off of a death call. There’s no point 
in goin’ home and goin’ to bed. 

“But the horses have always been my 
stress relief. If I just dealt with death every 
day, at the volume that we deal with, I’d 
probably go crazy. I love cornin’ here in 
the mornings. I’ve got some happy little 
horses.” 

She prefers long training gallops to 
bracing sprints for her four Laurel Park 
charges and draws her care taking philoso¬ 
phy from former mentor Gaudet. “Her 
horses, you could point them out going to 
the paddock,” Heckrotte said. ‘You didn’t 
need to know who they were.” 

Heckrotte bought one of her horses, 
The Bop Express, in a private deal with 
breeder Sally Ann Yeckley. The West 
Virginia-bred Bop filly, out of 13-race win¬ 
ner Free Expresso (by Ide), this year 
became Heckrotte’s first racing 2-year-old 
in 17 years of licensed training. She said 
one track veterinarian had long stressed the 
bone-building benefits of racing horses 
young, and she finally acceded. In her sec¬ 
ond start, The Bop Express finished fourth 
in a Laurel turf sprint, got third on dis¬ 
qualification, earned $4,180 and brought 
Heckrotte a stream of well-wishers on the 
grandstand apron. 

“How ’bout that one, baby?” she said to 
one. “I’ll be kissin’ that check.” 

Heckrotte and Curry bought a 314-acre 
Marriottsville property, newly dubbed 
Circle ABC Farm, and officially wed last 
year in Washington, D.C.; Cody, their 
German Shepherd, served as ring bearer. 
The couple bussed 130 wedding guests 
from Laurel Park and back for a reception 
in the Ruffian Room, and more than a few 
cashed after Joanne Hughes, Brasaemle’s 
wife, sent longshot Our Big Wally to a 
second-place finish. “People were like, 
‘This is die first wedding I went to where I 
left with more money than I came with,’” 
Heckrotte said. 
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“We didn’t know what to expect,” said 
wedding guest and close friend Linda 
Gaudet. “But we had a ball .” 

Gaudet, the wife of horse-training 
prankster Eddie Gaudet, often returns 
Eddie’s spoken barbs with comic zing. 
Here she threw an unprompted jab at her 
82-year-old husband. 

“Bev and I always joke,” Linda said. 
“I’ve got her number on speed dial in case 
something happens to Eddie.” 

Heckrotte said she tries to lighten the 
air with most crematory clients seeing off a 
loved one. Sometimes, laughs emerge even 
in the planning stage. 

One interested customer phoned 
repeatedly with questions about his own 
cremation; they became chummy. In one 
conversation, he asked Heckrotte, “What 
would you say if I told you I have less than 
a week to live?” 

Her answer: “Don’t buy any green 
bananas.” ^

Groupie Doll sprints 
toward the top 
for Bradley family

G roupie Doll has been a special filly 
from day one. When the chest¬ 
nut daughter of Bowman’s Band 
entered the world at Indian Ridge Farm 
in Frankfort, Ky., on April 14, 2008, her 
co-owner, co-breeder and trainer, William 
“Buff” Bradley, was awestruck. 

“When she was born. . . the first thing 
we said, we’d call her Beyonce, she was so 
pretty,” said Bradley, who is often present 
for foalings at the family farm. “She is gor¬ 
geous. I don’t remember [the details of| 
many foals being born—we can look it up 
and on the chart it’ll say I was there—but 
for her, I remember when she was born.” 

Bradley is in charge of the Kentucky- 
based Bradley Racing Stable, a modest 
operation where the majority of its 20 or 


so runners are homegrown and family 
members are recruited to jump in and help. 
Pride is taken with any accomplishment, 
large or small. 

Groupie Doll, the stable’s much-loved 
4-year-old owned by a partnership between 
Bradley, his father, Fred Bradley, Carl 
Hurst and Brent Burns, has risen to the 
top among female sprinters in 2012. Her 
stellar performances include a victory in 
the Grade 2 Presque Isle Downs Masters at 
the Erie, Pa., track Sept. 8. It was her third 
consecutive graded stakes win, following 
Grade 1 scores in the Vinery Madison at 
Keeneland in April and Churchill Downs’ 
Humana Distaff in May. 

The Masters Stakes ini tally wasn’t on 
the schedule for Groupie Doll. Two races 


were penciled in as steppings tones to the 
Breeders’ Cup-Saratoga’s Ballerina-Gl 
and Keeneland’s Thoroughbred Club of 
America-G2. 

Groupie Doll earned a planned, mini¬ 
vacation following the Humana Distaff on 
Derby day, in which she set a track record 
of 1:20.44 for 7 furlongs. Turned out at the 
farm with the stable’s retired star, 11 -year- 
old Brass Hat, she enjoyed her time off. “It 
was kinda neat to have diose two running 
around in the field together,” said Bradley. 

All systems were go when the filly 
returned to the track. But a few weeks 
later, she suffered a slight hock injury and 
Bradley lost two weeks of training. The 
Aug. 24 Ballerina was out. “The Masters 
was exactly two weeks behind the Ballerina

race, so we were able to go there and it 
worked out perfectly,” said the trainer. 
“I really wanted two races before the 
Breeders 7 Cup, so that’s when we elected 
to go ” 

Groupie Doll stuck to the script and 
won the Thoroughbred Club of America 
on Oct. 6 as well, extending her winning 
streak to four. The win, her eighdi in 15 
starts, made her a millionaire with a total 
bankroll of $1,047,850. 

Attitude helps the speedy filly succeed 
as much as ability. 

“She’s a very classy filly, she really 
does everything right,” Bradley said. “We 
shipped into Presque Isle the day before 
[the race] and she just laid down and 
rested-she does that all the time. She ships 
in to a place and settles right in. That might 
be one of her really good qualities-that 
she knows how to relax and rest and not 
get upset about anything. Same in the pad- 
dock, she’s very classy.” 

Four months away didn’t deter bettors 
from hammering her down as the Masters’ 
7-10 favorite in the field of 11. Showing a 
bit of rust as the field broke away, Groupie 
Doll was unrushed by Rajiv Maragh behind 
an opening quarter in :21.70 and a half in 
:44.65. “For a while I didn’t think she was 
going to get to them,” said Bradley. “But 


when she got to them at the sixteenth 
pole, she was really impressive to just draw 
away.” 

Groupie Doll spurted clear late to win 
by 3% lengths over Kitty in a Tizzy in 
1:16.32 for 6V .2 furlongs. “I still think 
she’s better on die dirt than the synthetic, 
but obviously she can run on both,” said 
Bradley. 

The mating that produced Groupie 
Doll, the best foal out of the Silver Deputy 
mare Deputy Doll, was chosen by Bradley. 
On a trip to Lane’s End in Kentucky, 
Bradley intended to look at a handful 
of stallions, but stumbled upon one he 
hadn’t counted on-former Maryland sire 
Bowman’s Band. 

“I guess he just shipped in,” recalled 
Bradley. “I was walking through the barn, 
where they were going to show me a stal¬ 
lion, and his name wasn’t even on the stall. 
I just looked in and thought ‘what a grand 
horse.’ I didn’t know who he was. I asked 
who it was and they said Bowman’s Band.” 

The graded stakes-winning millionaire 
by Dixieland Band launched his stud career 
at the now defunct Maryland Stallion 
Station in Glyndon, where he stood two 
years before moving to Kentucky for the 
2007 season. 


“I had heard the name, but I didn’t 
exactly remember his race record or any¬ 
thing about him,” added Bradley. “I just 
knew the name. So I asked to have him 
brought out. When they showed him out¬ 
side, I fell in love with him. And his stud 
fee was $6,000, and I thought ‘what a 
bargain.’ I’m thinking of this even before 
I went home to look him up on pedigree. 
We booked five mares I think total to him.” 

Groupie Doll is from Bowman’s Band’s 
first Kentucky-sired crop. The stallion only 
stood one more season before his death at 
age 10 in August 2008. 

Describing the Bradley family farm as 
“not a big fancy farm, but a very workable 
farm,” it’s an operation not much different 
from many found across the country. 

“About five years ago, my son-who is 
13 now—was on the farm with me when 
we delivered a baby,” recalled Bradley. “He 
said, ‘You know dad, this could be another 
Brass Hat.’ That summed it all up for me, 
because that’s why we do this. And we 
love them all. But we all dream of having 
the big horse, which everybody does. The 
process of getting there is so rewarding. To 
plan a breeding, and get a filly like Groupie 
Doll, is amazing. And it’s always in the fam¬ 
ily, my father and I doing this.” 0

In repeat of June raid, 
Canadian Eternal Rule 
adds Mile to list of wins

S aving die best for last, Presque Isle 
carded six stakes during the final 
month of its 2012 season. The 
piece de resistance of the barrage was the 
$400,000 Grade 2 Masters Stakes, won by 
Groupie Doll on Sept. 8. 

The evening before the Masters, 
$250,000 was on the line for older runners 
in the Presque Isle Mile Stakes. A field of 
10 went to the post, with the lukewarm 
2-1 choice Donald Myers’ lighdy raced 
4-year-old homebred Eternal Rule. Based 
at Woodbine, Eternal Rule had shipped to 
Presque Isle once before, easily winning 
die Karl Boyes Memorial Stakes in June, 
his fifth career win from five outings. 

Eternal Rule’s unbeaten streak ended 
in his next race, when he lost Woodbine’s 
Grade 3 Bold Venture Stakes by a neck (to 
2011 Canadian sprint champion Essence 
Hit Man). Showing a possible chink in his 
armor, and testing a mile for the first time, 
Eternal Rule may have been a bit vulner¬ 
able in his second trip to the Erie, Pa. track. 
Not a chance. 
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The flashy blaze-faced dark bay shot 
out of the gate, and under a hard hold 
by Jesse Campbell, set every fraction en 
route to a 1-length score in 1:37.57. Alma 
d’Oro rallied to finish second over long- 
shot Photo Shoot. 

Trained by Sid Attard, die son of Tribal 
Rule added his name to a stellar list of 
previous Mile winners, including Wise Dan 
(2011) and Gayego (2010). The race will 
most likely be his last, as the gelding pulled 
up with a suspensory injury that appears 
career ending. 

JUVENILE SURPRISES 

Two-year-olds contested two $100,000 
stakes on Sept. 29, the final card of the 
meet, and both produced surprises. 

The Presque Isle Debutante at 6 fur¬ 
longs attracted eight fillies, including 
Funfair, winner of Monmoudi Park’s 
Colleen Stakes in her previous start. The 
favorite pressed the pace but faded in the 
stretch as Unhedged spurted to the lead. 
Trained by Tom Amoss for Klaravich 


Stables and William Lawrence, the big 
chestnut daughter of Broken Vow opened 
up by more than 2 lengths in the drive to 
die wire, then dug in as Tiny Bear rallied 
late. The winning margin was a neck, with 
die 7-1 fifth choice topping a $287.40 
exacta with the 30-1 longshot. 

Unhedged remained undefeated in 
three starts as she increased her earnings 
to $114,600. A maiden special weight win¬ 
ner at Hoosier Park in August, she made 
her first trip to Presque Isle earlier in the 
month, winning a 6-furlong allowance by 
3*4 lengths over stakes-placed Unflinching. 
In both Pennsylvania starts she was ridden 
by Mario Pino. 

The Fitz Dixon Jr. Memorial two races 
later was a bit more shocking, as 16-1 
Heaven’s Runway led throughout the GVi 
furlongs to defeat 22-1 Uptown Boy by a 
half-length (that exacta paid $514.60). 

Bred and owned by doctors K.K and 
Devi Jayaraman, of classic winner Summer 
Bird fame, Heaven’s Runway was based 
during the summer at Presque Isle with 
Joseph Martin and made three starts over 
die track prior to the Dixon. A maiden 
winner in early August, he missed by a 
neck in allowance company a month later 
to Triple Cross, who went off at 6-1 in the 
stakes. 

Arlington shipper Muppet Man got 
die most attention, based on a second to 
Pataky Kid in the Arlington-Washington 
Futurity-G3. The even-money favorite was 
never a factor and finished last of nine. 

By first-year sire Run Away and Hide, 
Heaven’s Runway is the second stakes 
winner for the Jayaramans out of the 
Awesome Again mare Heavens Passport, 
joining Holy Heavens (by Holy Bull), who 
was also multiple stakes-placed and an 
earner of $252,983. Heaven’s Runway is 
close to the six-figure mark, widi $96,550. 

ERIE REGULAR NOBLE CHARLOTTE 
WINS FIRST STAKES FOR CHEEKS 

Seven times Noble Charlotte went to 
the post at Presque Isle in 2012. Six times 
she ran in the top three. She recorded her 
biggest score on closing day, Sept. 29, in 
die final stakes of the season, die $100,000 
HBPA Stakes for fillies and mares. 

The former claimer faced nine others, 
and received an eight-pound break in the 
weights from three of her stakes-winning 
rivals who carried 123 pounds — favor¬ 
ite Hooh Why, Mystic City and Another 
World. 

Hooh Why, a six-time stakes winner 
and multiple graded stakes-placed million- 
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Klaravich Stables and William Lawrence’s 2-year-old filly Unhedged (right) held off Tiny Bear at the 
wire to take the $100,000 Presque Isle Debutante and remain undefeated for trainer Tom Amoss. 


aire, has made a career on synthetic tracks 
(primarily Woodbine, Arlington Park and 
Keeneland). The 6-year-old was a winner 
at Presque Isle earlier in her career, but had 
yet to win a stakes at the track. This year’s 
edition was her third attempt at the HBPA 
Stakes, in which she was second in 2010 
and sixth in 2011. 

Hooh Why looked a winner as the field 
entered the stretch, opening by daylight. 
But Noble Charlotte, last in the early 
going, closed relentlessly, wore down the 
favorite and pulled clear to win by a length, 
giving Pino his second stakes win of the 
day. Mystic City was more than 4 lengths 
behind the winner in third. 

Claimed by her trainer, Joseph Cheeks, 
from owner Jack Swain III at Keeneland in 
October 2011 for $20,000, Noble Charlotte 
was off for six months before returning to 
win for a $40,000 tag at Keeneland. The 
daughter of Include has not been risked 
since, and has earned $142,250 of her 
career total $179,885 this year while racing 
for Katy Cheeks. 

PITCH N ROLL SOARS 
IN STATE-BRED COMPANY 

Pennsylvania-bred Pitch N Roll proved 
Tapeta was to his liking when he scored 
by AVi lengths in his career debut on June 
23. Presque Isle-based trainer Ron Potts 
shipped the dark bay son of Scipion to 
perform admirably on dirt tracks with a 
second in Delaware Park’s Par Four Stakes, 
and a third in the Mountaineer Juvenile, 
but the perfect race came up in his back¬ 
yard in the $75,000 Mark McDermott for 
state-breds Sept. 7. 

One of three runners in the five-horse 
field at odds of less than 2-1, Pitch N Roll 
pulled away from Uptown Boy to win the 
6-furlong test by 2 3 A lengths. Pitch N Roll, 
a homebred for The Elks tone Group, is 
out of the Dynaformer mare Provobay. 
The gelding, who returned to finish an 
even fifth in the Fitz Dixon Jr. Memorial 
Stakes, has earned $99,420 from five starts. 

WOO H00 FOR I’M A WAH00 

Trainer Melissa Brooker doesn’t have 
many starts to her credit, so her first win, 
which came on Sept. 13, was memorable - 
made more so since her charge, I’m a 
Wahoo, paid a whopping $144.60 to win. 

The 5-year-old son of Bernstein, who 
moved to Brooker’s barn in May, broke 
his maiden at Presque Isle in August 2010, 
but his successes have been few and far 
between. He suffered a 10-race losing 
streak before his stunning upset, in which 


he defeated 10 other claimers at the $7,500 
level going 1 mile and 70 yards. 

The Neil Stover-owned gelding was 
guided by Rhonda Spieth, wife of peren¬ 
nial leading Presque Isle rider Scott Spieth, 
who recorded her only win from six rides 
during the meet. 

Brooker, whose runners made just 
seven starts prior to this year-five in 2004 
and two in 2010-had 32 starts through 
early October. 

DISTANCE SERIES GOES 
DOWN TO THE WIRE 

Five races, 9 3 A miles, an average of 
nearly 10 starters per race, and it came 
down to a battle between Albany Road and 
Le Deluge for the tide of distance series 
champion. 

The series concluded with a 2%-mile 
marathon, the final race of the 2012 meet 
with a purse of $71,000. A field of 11 
turned out, including the winners of the 
three previous series races, Le Deluge 
(winner at 1 3 A miles July 28 and 2 miles 
Aug. 18) and Shakeyogroovething (the 
Sept. 8 winner going 2 Vs miles). 

Albany Road also turned up, joining 
Shakeyogroovething as the only two horses 
to compete in the entire series. Third in the 
first two stops and second in the next two, 
Albany Road finally got a win. 

Trained by Potts for The Elks tone 
Group, Albany Road carried 116 pounds, 
among the lightest imposts in the field 
when weight really matters. After stalking 
the pace for the first mile and a half, the 
5-year-old son of Mr. Greeley was urged 
on by Huber Villa-Gomez, took control 
in the stretch and drew off to win by 8% 
lengths over 12-year-old Blue Mon. Le 


Deluge finished fourth while last year’s 
winner Shakeyogroovething faded to 10th. 

The win was enough for Albany Road 
to secure the series championship. 

MEET THE LEADERS 

Pablo Morales was a runaway leader in 
the jockeys’ standings, with 130 wins from 
567 starts (a 23 percent clip). Scott Spieth 
(95) and Pino (93) completed the top three. 

The trainers’ race was a bit closer, with 
Joseph Martin getting 41 wins, eight more 
than Tim Hamm and Jamie Ness, who tied 
for second. The trainer with the highest 
win percentage (40 or more starts) was 
Jonathan Sheppard, who sent 15 to the 
winner’s circle from 48 trips to the post, a 
stellar 31 percent winning rate. 

Eight horses won four races at the 
meet. Royal Reward, bred and owned by 
Penns ton Farm Inc., had a chance to take 
the lead on the final day, but finished third 
in his sixth Presque Isle start of the year. 

Sherri Greenhill’s Chapel Dancer got 
her fourth win on Sept. 28, and was never 
worse than second in her seven starts dur¬ 
ing die meet. And Sweet Energy upped her 
win streak to five on Sept. 21 —but the first 
came at Penn National. Owned by Dennis 
Behrmann, she’s 6-for-7 on die year. 

The track saw an increase in total han¬ 
dle of approximately 12 percent over 2011. 
Mid-week days have typically drawn the 
biggest numbers, and this year’s came on 
die Wednesday, September 26 card, with 
a total handle of $1,004,511. “The asso¬ 
ciation and horsemen continued to work 
together to provide a winning experience 
for all parties involved,” said director of 
racing Debbie Howells. “We had an addi¬ 
tional 96 stalls in 2012 and are currendy 
building two more 48-stall barns.” W

Hall of Fame induction, 
rich stakes highlight 
Thoroughbred festival

V isitors to the National Museum of 
Racing and Hall of Fame in Saratoga 
Springs, N.Y., would easily find Caval¬ 
cade, Henry of Navarre, Open Mind and 
Regret there, but there was no place where 
all were paid tribute in the state where they 
were born. That all changed on Sept. 15 at 
Monmouth Park when these four racing 
greats became the inaugural inductees into 
die New Jersey-bred Hall of Fame. 

As part of the 10th annual New Jersey 
Thoroughbred Festival, celebrated at the 
track as a day when the entire 10 races on 
die card are dedicated to horses bred in the 
Garden State, these two exceptional colts 
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and pair of fantastic fillies were enshrined 
in a ribbon-cutting ceremony in the win¬ 
ner’s circle following the first race. 

Then it was time to shine the spotlight 
on the current cast, the hope and promise 
of the future of the state breeding and rac¬ 
ing program. 

Reigning New Jersey-bred Horse of 
the Year and champion handicap horse 
Hermosillo, now an 8-year-old, seemed as 
though he would be able to turn back the 
clock one more time and also win his first 
race of 2012 while defending his tide in 
die $75,000 Charles Hesse III Handicap. 
Hermosillo, who shares his name with the 


capital of the Sonora region of Mexico, 
got clear in the lane and dug in deter¬ 
minedly but couldn’t hold off Smoke the 
Devil and Monmouth’s leading rider Elvis 
Trujillo, who blew past to win the 1 VU-mile 
test by a length in 1:46.89. Uncle Otto ral¬ 
lied late to get second. 

“My wife and I bred this horse and 
we campaigned his mother, whose name 
is Smoke Glack Attack,” said owner and 
trainer Jose Samaniego. “We foaled her in 
Colts Neck, which is not too far from the 
track. 

“He (Smoke the Devil) sat off the 
speed, waited for die race to set up in front 
of him and then made his run. That’s the 
way he runs every time and he tries hard 
every time. We are very happy with this 
win.” 

As elated as Samaniego was, there was 
disappointment in the camp of Hermo¬ 
sillo, who has earned a legion of admirers 
in his 66 starts, which include five trips to 
die post for the Hesse Handicap, which he 
also won in 2009 and was second in 2010. 
Kenwood Racing LLC owns Hermosillo 
and a few days afterward managing partner 
Robb Levinsky said that while there were 
no plans at the present to retire the hard- 
knocking old gelding, the ownership group 
pledged to always do what is in the best 
interest of Hermosillo and time would tell 
whether the earner of more than $650,000 
will be back racing at Monmouth next year. 

Smoke the Devil, sent off as the 7-2 
favorite in the field of 11, turned in his 
best effort at Monmoudi Park all season 
after winding up 11 th in the John J. Reilly 
Handicap, a race also restricted to New 
Jersey-breds, back in June, and then being 
able to fare no better than sevendi in a 
$25,000 claiming race in July. 

Two other stakes were run as part of 
the New Jersey Thoroughbred Festival, 
die New Jersey Breeders Handicap and 
Jersey Girl Handicap. In the latter, hunch 
players undoubtedly jumped all over Ima 
Jersey Girl. 

The 4-year-old silver gray filly certainly 
did not disappoint those who sent her off 
as the 2.10-1 favorite in the Jersey Girl. 
In fact she made light work of the 1 Vis- 
mile affair, dominating her competition 
by 12V2 lengths to win in 1:46.44 while 
giving Trujillo his first stakes score on the 
afternoon. 

In the process, she avenged her fourdi 
in last year’s edition of the race, which car¬ 
ries a purse of $60,000. 

“I wanted to win this race with her last 
year,” said an elated Gregg Sacco, who 
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Ima Jersey Girl lived up to her name and won the Jersey Girl Handicap, 
a year after finishing fourth in the race for trainer Greg Sacco.

trains the Red Oak Stable homebred for 
Hialeah Park owner John Brunetti. “I put 
blinkers on her that day and she was rank, 
so after that I took them off I pointed her 
for this race ever since she ran her last (a 
third in a $60,000 allowance at Monmouth 
on July 20).” 

Ima Jersey Girl finished fourth in two 
previous stakes attempts at Monmouth this 
year-the Open Mind Handicap for state- 
bred fillies on June 3 and the Lighthouse 
on June 30. Sacco's patience paid off 

The ultra-consistent Javerre also 
became a first-time stakes winner in the 
$60,000 New Jersey Breeders Handicap 
as he showed heart and courage to win on 
the front end while being pressed by Chief 
Carlson throughout the 6 furlongs. Ridden 
by Angel Arroyo, the short-priced 1.30-1 
favorite, one of three 3-year-olds in the 
seven-horse field, edged away late to win 
by 1 Vi lengths, finishing up in 1:11.50. 

“We figured he might be in front,” said 
trainer Cathal Lynch, who also won the 
$100,000 Sorority Stakes with Doubled 
and the $60,000 Open Mind with Lil Kiara 
during the 2012 Monmouth meet. “He 
made the lead and was able to set decent 
fractions. He dug in well in die stretch and 
he's a real nice horse.” 

Unraced at 2, Stanton “Bo” Smith's 
Gunsmidi Stable homebred is undefeated 
in four starts at Monmouth, and was third 
in his only other outing, a starter race at 
Saratoga. 

MY PLACE ANYTIME COMPLETES 
PERFECT 5-F0R-5 MARK AT TRACK 

While Winiliscious and My Place Any¬ 
time were bodi tied widi five for the most 
wins during the meet (through September), 
My Place Anytime proved how tough she 


is by winning all five of her races con¬ 
secutively in a streak that ran from June 2 
through Sept. 16. 

Asked what the formula was to keeping 
the 4-year-old filly in such prime condition, 
trainer Yvan Belsoeur replied, “I think she 
trains herself. You don't have to be a genius 
to train this kind of horse.” 

Belsoeur, who emigrated from LaGacilly, 
France to Canada and worked for American 
and Canadian Hall of Fame trainer Roger 
Attfield, among others, before striking out 
on his own, has a dozen horses in his barn. 
It's no secret who is his favorite. 

“I love her,” he said while grazing owner 
Bruno Schickedanz's filly on a September 
morning. “I love her frame, I love her atti¬ 
tude, and I love her heart.” 

BRAVO, PLETCHER RULE 
MEET’S STAKES PROGRAM 

With one stakes race, the $60,000 Jersey 
Juvenile, remaining on the schedule, for¬ 
mer leading rider Joe Bravo led all jockeys 
with 12 wins in stakes races this year. 

Bravo connected with Dancing Solo 
($100,000 Boiling Springs and $60,000 
Little Silver), Malibu Way ($60,000 Lamp¬ 
lighter), Varsity ($60,000 John McSorley), 
Maple Forest ($75,000 Blue Sparkler and 
$60,000 Red Cross), Royal Currier 
($100,000 Teddy Drone and $75,000 Mr. 
Prospector), Howe Great ($60,000 Jersey

San Pablo and $75,000 Serena's Song win¬ 
ner Morrow Cove. Although through Sept. 
26 he was only ranked ninth in the stand¬ 
ings with 15 wins, he was the meet's leading 
money-winning trainer with $1,186,850 in 
purses.

Purses, interest, 
optimism, quality 
fuel start of fall meet

A breath of fresh air, a light at the end 
of the tunnel, whatever it may be, 
there has been a wave of change at 
Laurel Park and it boosted morale in the 
stable area and racing office. 

The stalls on the backside of the track 
and Bowie Training Center are filled widi 
newcomers and returnees alike, drawn 
by better purses and the acclaimed turf 
course. Maryland racing went dormant for 
15 weeks after the Preakness on May 19 — 
flickering to life during the State Fair 
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at Timonium—but returned in style with 
the start of LaurePs fall meet on Sept. 5. 
The 69-day meet advertised average daily 
purses of $240,000 and an invigorated 
stakes schedule thanks to purse supple¬ 
ments from slot machines in the state. 
The increases helped attract new trainers, 
including stables from Ben Perkins Jr., Julio 
Cartagena, Juan Vazquez and Scott Lake 
at Bowie. 

“Now with the bigger purses, Pm get¬ 
ting more stall applications and people are 


wanting to come here more than they ever 
have,” said racing secretary Georganne 
Hale. “This is the first time Ive ever had 
to put people on hold—if 11 be the first time 
Bowie has ever been squeezed.” 

Trainers who usually ship south for the 
winter have detoured to Maryland, and 
decided they like what they see. The turf 
course is another incentive that has been 
drawing in trainers throughout the region. 
The well-kept, firm surface with multiple 
lanes is arguably one of die best courses 
on the East Coast. 

JAZZY IDEA SINGS TO TRACK 
RECORD ON OPENING DAY 

Jazzy Idea and owner/trainer/breeder 
Edwin Merryman spent the summer on 
the road and testing the arduous Saratoga 
waters. 

Although winless in two starts at the 
Spa, Jazzy Idea gave knockout perfor¬ 
mances with a fourth in the Grade 1 
Prioress and a fifth in the Grade 1 Test 
Stakes. The 3-year-old daughter of Great 
Notion returned to her stomping grounds 
with a bang on opening day with a 3-length 
victory in the $100,000 Jameela Stakes for 
Maryland-bred fillies and mares. Based at 
Fair Hill Training Center, Jazzy Idea set a 
new course record in the process-getting 
6 furlongs on die turf in 1:07.45. 

The race drew a field of nine, headed 
by the winner and multiple stakes winner 
Bold Affair. Carole’s Love and Purely Love 
race up front early through a quarter-mile 
in 22.61 seconds and a half in :44.92. Last 
early, Jazzy Idea steadily moved up and was 
third after 5 furlongs in :55.99. She rolled 
past in die stretch and drew off—winning 
for die sixth time and getting her third 
stakes win. Jazzy Idea won the Thirty Flags 
at Belmont Park and the Crank It Up at 
Monmoudi Park this spring. 

Jazzy Idea wasn’t the only record-setter 
during the first week as two more marks 
fell Sept. 7. 

A lack of rain and a rock solid turf 
course paved the way for trainer Hugh 
McMahon’s Southern Region to set the 
5V2-furlong mark at 1:00.75 and Jimmy 
Toner’s 53-1 shot, Saint Pierre, to set the 
mile record at 1:33.30. 

DIL0D0VIC0 TRIPLES WITH VETS 

Like all athletes, horses have a time 
limit. They have an opportunity to win 
races, make money and to shine, and own¬ 
ers and trainers don’t often get a chance to 
keep older horses healthy and successful. 

Except when they do. 
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One start after losing a tough photo at Penn National, See Tobe made off with the 
Japan Racing Association Stakes for Non Stop Stable and trainer Gary Capuano.

Trainer Damon Dilodovico went 
3-for-3 with old-timers Taint So, Let Me Be 
Frank and Regal Solo in the meet’s first 
month. 

Regal Solo set the example against a 
strong field in an allowance on Sept. 8. A 
tornado warning and torrential downpours 
caused a sloppy track, but that didn’t stop 
the 7-year-old son of Louis Quatorze from 
sneaking up the rail under Sheldon Russell 
to capture his first win since the Maryland 
Million Classic in 2010 for owner Alvin 
Lapidus. Bred by Allen and Audrey Murray, 
the winner scored for the eighth time 
and surpassed $421,000 in career earnings. 
Regal Solo started 18 times for his breed¬ 
ers, winning four times including the 2007 
Maryland Million Nursery, before getting 
claimed for $40,000 in August 2009. The 
September win was his fourth in 12 starts 
for Lapidus and Dilodovico. 

Ten-year-old gelding Let Me Be Frank 
followed his Bowie stablemate’s footsteps 
to get a 3-length win in a $4,500 claimer 
Sept. 13. Owned by Mark Lapidus, Let 
Me Be Frank bagged win number 23 in 
his 112th start. The veteran keeps an old 
pedigree active—bred in Maryland by Plane 
Tree Farm, he is by Awad out of the Ack 
Ack mare Hassenack. 

Dilodovico and Mark Lapidus saved 
the best for last as eight days later Taint 
So, an 11 -year-old by Silver Deputy, found 
his way back to the winner’s circle after a 
19-month seat on the sidelines. He was in a 
hurry, breaking on top and inching away to 
notch a 5-length victory in a $5,000 claimer 
going SVz furlongs. Widi only 29 starts 
prior to his win Sept. 21, Taint So proved 
once again that the oldest are not only the 
wisest, but sometimes the fastest too. 

FORMER JOCKEY FORREST 
GETS FIRST WIN AS TRAINER 

Charlie Forrest, longtime jockey in the 
region, placed his tack on the shelf last 
year to embark on a new venture. After 
a 23-year riding career that gave him 686 
wins and purse earnings of more than $9.5 
million, the 46-year-old decided to start 
training horses. 

Forrest got his trainer’s license in 2011 
and came into the Sept. 14 card at Laurel 
with 14 starts-he made the 15th a win as 
first-time starter Burning Vow scored in a 
$9,000 maiden claimer for 2-year-old fillies. 
The winner, a daughter of Burning Roma 
owned and bred by Harold Queen, is part 
of Forrest’s six-horse string at Laurel.

Claimed in 2011, 
Sweet as You Are 
wins stakes for Dotola

Claimed for $7,500 nearly a year earlier, Sweet as You Are rewarded trainer David Dotolo’s faith with 
a victory-and the winner’s circle prizes-in the Mrs. Penny Stakes for Pennsylvania-breds Sept. 8. 
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L ongtime Bensalem-based trainer 
David Dotolo saw his $7,500 claim 
pay big dividends when Sweet as You 
Are triumphed in die $100,000 Mrs. Penny 
Stakes on the stakes-filled Sept. 8 card 
devoted to Pennsylvania-breds. 

The annual “Pennsylvania’s Day at the 
Races,” presented by the Pennsylvania 
Horse Breeders Association, offered five 
added-money events in addition to six 
other races for horses foaled in the Key¬ 
stone State. 

Dotolo, who has been at Parx Racing 
for nearly two decades, haltered Sweet as 
You Are because of his familiarity widi her 
female family. The native of Massachusetts 
trained her dam, Nash’s Prospect, as well 
as many of Nash’s Prospect’s full- and 


half-siblings through his long association 
with owner/breeder Robert Gordon, who 
operates as Northcote Enterprises. 

“My owner bred Sweet as You Are, and 
I remember seeing her as a yearling,” said 
Dotolo. “She sold at auction (for $55,000 
as a 2-year-old in training at OBS) and Tim 
Hills trained her for the first part of her 
career. I definitely wanted her when I saw 
she was being dropped in for $7,500 here 
at Parx (Oct. 1,2011), and Lisa Allen, who 
has LA Thoroughbreds, got a group of 
people together and we got her. Every one 
of the foals out of Nash’s Prospect is just 
like their mother-they all try.” 

It took two starts under Dotolo’s tute¬ 
lage before Sweet as You Are found the 
winner’s circle, which came for a $5,000 tag 
last November at Parx. 

Little by little, the daughter of Mecke 
began improving, so much so that by 
March 2012 she was hitting the board in 
rich starter allowance races on the dirt, and 
then captured a $60,280 allowance on the 
turf in June, die 5-year-old’s most recent 
victory prior to the Mrs. Penny Stakes. 

The Mrs. Penny was rained off the turf, 
but Sweet as You Are had no problems 
with the switch. Ridden by Angel Castillo, 
she covered 1 Vie miles in 1:47.36 to win by 
3Vz lengths over Lenape Rim, witii Coco’s 
Sweetie third. 

Dotolo also trained some of the prog¬ 
eny of Nash’s Prospect’s half-sister, stakes 
winner Vikki Slew (by Slew o’ Gold). 

In addition to Sweet as You Are, 
Dotolo got Mike J. Gramiak’s Layers to the 
winner’s circle again after the 5-year-old 
Pennsylvania-bred son of Menifee was off 
for 10 months widi a fractured right ankle. 

“He was stall-bound for six months, 
but he has come back great,” said Dotolo. 
“This is a horse that always gives his best. 
And he has the most beautiful eyes in a 
Thoroughbred that you’ll ever see.” 

After returning to the races in July 2011, 
Layers has been stakes-placed twice, with 
seconds in Parx’s Roanoke Stakes two years 
in a row, most recently on Sept. 8. He has 
won nearly $200,000 in his 27-race career. 

Pennsylvania’s Day at the Races includ¬ 
ed plenty of signature performances: 
Vicky Schowe’s homebred Sloane Ranger 
launched a wide move to take the 6-fur- 
long $75,000 Banjo Picker Sprint Stakes 
over Rod’s Five Star and Phil Dancer; 
owner/breeder James M. Courtney’s 
Spring Dance won the $75,000 Dr. Teresa 
Garafalo Memorial Stakes at 6 furlongs 
by 4Vi lengths over Villette in just her 
second start; Happy Got Lucky Stable’s 
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Closing Vision triumphed in the off-the- 
turf $75,000 Marshall Jenney Handicap 
at 5 furlongs over Ricky’s Lite and P hilly 
Bound; Briardale Stable’s Tujoes blew past 
Layers and Pollard’s Boy to win the $75,000 
Roanoke Stakes at VAe miles. 

STORMY LORD DOUBLES UP 

For the second year in a row, David 
Willmot’s Stormy Lord shipped south from 
Woodbine Racecourse to take the $250,000 
PTHA President’s Cup, a 1 Vs-mile turf 
event for 3-year-olds and up. The race was 
part of the track’s Sept. 15 Owners Day 
Celebration, in which all horsemen were 
treated to a buffet lunch on the third floor 
of the grandstand. 

While last year Stormy Lord prevailed 
during a cleanly run President’s Cup, this 
year the son of Stormy Atlantic sailed clear 
of a rough renewal, in which three horses 
went down. 

The fracas began near the three-eighths 
pole, when Paco Lopez, aboard Freud’s 
Honour, came over on Achilles Quest and 
jockey Adam Bowman, who were on the 
rail. Achilles Quest clipped the heels of 
Freud’s Honour and fell hard, which start¬ 
ed a chain reaction. Yes Yes Ohyes (jockey 
J.D. Acosta) and E Z Led (Edwin Rivera) 
tripped over Achilles Quest and sent their 
riders tumbling. 

All three riders were injured, but no 
horses were seriously hurt. 

“I clipped heels and that’s all I remem¬ 
ber,” said Bowman, “and I was knocked 
out for about 20 minutes. I broke my left 
hand, got two staples in my head, and 
seven stitches in my ear.” 

Acosta was removed from the track on 
a stretcher and was later found to have a 
separated shoulder, while Rivera suffered a 
broken collarbone. 

Trainer Lou Linder was amazed that 
E Z Led, a Pennsylvania-bred son of Purge 
who had been racing in California, wasn’t 
badly hurt after nearly somersaulting in the 
melee. 

“He was bruised and cut, but seemed 
to be walking sound,” said Linder after the 
race. “His blinkers got ripped off when he 
did that head-first dive.” 

Freud’s Honour, who eventually fin¬ 
ished second behind Stormy Lord, was 
disqualified by Parx stewards and placed 
last, with Lopez handed days. 

Stormy Lord, trained by Ian Black 
and ridden by James McAleney, won the 
President’s Cup by 2 3 A lengths in 1:53 over 
a course rated good. The 5-year-old, bred 
by Willmot’s Kinghaven Farms Ltd., has

won $1,153,686 in his career, including six 
stakes. 

STAKES ROUND-UP 

■ The $350,000 Turf Monster Handi- 
cap-G3, a “Win and You’re In” event for 
the Breeders’ Cup Turf Sprint, and the 
headliner on the Labor Day card Sept. 3, 
went to King Leatherbury’s homebred 
Ben’s Cat for the second year in a row. 

With Julian Pimentel in the irons, the 
6-year-old son of former Maryland sire 
Parker’s Storm Cat rallied from just off 
die pace to surge past Great Mills and get 
the head decision. Chamberlain Bridge, 
the 2009-10 winner, was a nose better than 
Great Mills. The time was 1:00.42 for 5 
furlongs over soft turf. 

The $210,000 Ben’s Cat earned for the 
victory pushed his lifetime earnings over 
die $1 million mark. 

■ Also on Sept. 3, the $200,000 Turf 
Amazon Handicap for fillies and mares at 
5 furlongs went to Peter E. Blum’s home¬ 
bred Inspired, a 5-year-old daughter of 
Unbridled’s Song. 

Over the soft sod, Roberto Alvarado Jr. 
sent Inspired straight to die lead and her 
nine rivals were unable to catch her. She 
won by a length in 1:00.87 over local hope 
Bounding Bi, who stumbled badly at the 
start but rallied strongly to grab runner-up 
honors.

It was the fifth stakes score for Inspired 
this season, and the Allen Iwinski-trainee 
has career earnings of $439,395.

Former jockey Rogers 
playing strong hand 
as trainer in Pennsylvania

Y ou could say that J. Michael Rogers 
has gone full-circle, starting his career 
at Penn National Race Course as a 
jockey and then turning his attention to 
training, where he maintains a stable of 25 
horses on the Grantville, Pa., backstretch. 

Rogers is married to former jockey 
Patricia Gambrell, and the couple has an 
18-year-old daughter, Brittany, who recent¬ 
ly began her freshman year at Temple 
University in Philadelphia. He's diversified 
in recent years, sending strings to Presque 
Isle Downs and Keeneland, but the trans¬ 
planted Marylander's roots are now firmly 
entrenched in Dauphin County, Pa. 

Through live racing of Sept. 28, Rogers 
had 23 wins at Penn National, which 
placed him in a tie for 12th in die stand¬ 
ings. His winning rate of 23 percent was 
the second-highest, and his horses earned 
over $582,000 in purses. Overall in 2012, 
Rogers saddled the winners of 42 races 
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from 232 starts, with total earnings of $1.1 
million. At Presque Isle Downs, where 
Rogers had 10 horses this season, he had 
15 wins and won nearly $400,000 in purses. 

But it was at Penn National where 
Rogers got one of his most lucrative vic¬ 
tories, taking the $75,000 Russian Rhythm 
Stakes on turf Aug. 3 widi Mike Jester's 
You Need Me, her second consecutive vic¬ 
tory in that event, and unleashed another 
promising turf runner, Broadway Stable's 
Safari Artie, who took a $40,000 allowance 
at 1 mile, 70 yards, Sept. 13. 

Under David Cora, 4-5 choice Safari 
Artie sat a stalking trip behind early leader 
Captain Jeff, then took over entering the 
stretch and steadily drew away to a 3-length 
victory in 1:39.12 on the firm course. 

It was the second win of the year for 
Safari Artie, a 4-year-old son of Artie 
Schiller bred in Pennsylvania by Joseph 
Boff, who races under the Broadway Stable 
name. 

“He broke his maiden here at Penn for 
me on the turf in July, and then I took 
him to Presque Isle and he didn't really 
like die Tapeta surface there," said Rogers, 
who still gets on many of his horses in the 
morning. “So I brought him back and put 
him on the turf, and he really showed what 
he could do." 

Rogers said that, although his stable got 
off to a slow start in 2012, he began pick¬ 
ing up steam once the turf horses began 
running. 

“Things have gone really well lately," 
he said. “Last year I sent some horses to 
Keeneland, and ended up finishing third in 
the Buffalo Trace Franklin County Stakes 
with You Need Me. I've got 10 stalls at 
Keeneland for this year's fall meet, and will 
be running You Need Me in the Buffalo 
Trace again." 

You Need Me, a Pennsylvania-bred 
daughter of Indian Charlie bred by Jester, 


has won $109,740 this year, and $291,253 
lifetime from 27 starts. 

When talking about the challenges of 
operating a split operation, Rogers said, 
“My wife Trish runs the Penn National 
barn while I'm at Presque Isle, and I've got 
good help, so things run pretty smoothly." 

PLUS ONE GETS STAKES 
WIN FOR HAMM STABLE 

Another trainer who has been success¬ 
fully running a large split stable for many 
years is Timothy E. Hamm, who saddled 
WinStar Farm LLC and Blazing Meadows 
Farm LLC's Plus One to a nose score in 
the $50,000 Alison McClay Stakes Sept. 14. 

The McClay, for 3-year-old fillies, was 
run at 5 furlongs on the turf and attracted 
a field of seven, with Plus One dispatched 
as the third betting choice behind favored 
Thisdanseistaken from the Hugh McMahon 
barn. 

With William Otero in the irons, the 
daughter of Bluegrass Cat was pressured 
for the lead from the onset by Discreet 
Evening, shook off that rival by the half- 
mile pole, came into the stretch still main¬ 
taining that lead and was all-out to hold 
off Thisdanseis taken, who was slow from 
the gate and had to steady between horses 
around the turn, but rallied strongly to just 
miss. The first five runners were separated 
by a half length. 

Final time over the firm course was 
56.24 seconds, and the win was the fourth 
of Plus One's career, and her first stakes. 
She's earned $130,775. 

“She's very versatile—she's run well on 
dirt, turf and synthetic," said Hamm, who, 
in addition to racing divisions in Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Florida and Kentucky, also 
has Blazing Meadows Farm divisions in 
Ohio and Ocala, Fla. He is the owner 
of Hamm Construction Inc. in Warren, 
Ohio, is a licensed realtor, and was recently 
elected president of the Ohio HBPA. 

“I broke Plus One on our Florida farm, 
and I wasn't surprised that she did real well 
right from the start as a 2-year-old," he 
said. “She's a fast-looking filly, had speed, 
and was very precocious. She showed me a 
lot of ability from day one." 

Hamm is proud that Blazing Meadows 
Farm has developed some top young 
horses for himself and for clients, and that 
he has been able to upgrade his operation 
recently, partnering with WinStar Farm, for 
instance. He usually trains about 40 juve¬ 
niles each year, and 80 horses total. 

Hamm concluded Presque Isle's 2012 
meet tied for second on the leading trainers 
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Twenty-six offered, 25 sold-Sales Division 
Manager David Wade (below) and the NORTHVIEW 
SALES DIVISION crew were busy at Fasig-Tipton 
Midiantic's Eastern Fall Yearling sale held in 
Timonium on Oct. 1. 

The consignment grossed $420,900, with the top 
price a Maryland-bred Lemon Drop Kid colt bred 
and sold by Richard Golden's Sycamore Hall Farm 
LLC. Agent Tom Foley paid $75,000 on behalf of 
James Mclngvale for the half-brother to Maryland 
Million Ladies winner LOVE'S BLUSH. "A nice, 
big colt, with a lot of range to him, correct, a big 
walk-he looked like what you'd expect to find 
from a Lemon Drop Kid," said Wade. 

"I had a half of dozen people come up to me and 
express their joy at what looks to be a revival of 
the Maryland-bred program," added Wade. "I've 
had sales in the past couple of years where people 
would come up and say 'just show me all of your 
Pennsylvania-breds, or just show me all your New 
York-breds. I didn't have that this year." 

The consignment was larger than Wade has had 
in recent years. "We're starting to pick up more 
clients," said the longtime horseman. "A lot of that 
is due to Carl McEntee being added onto to the 
Northview staff. And we're starting to get better 
horses in the consignment, which is a good sign. 

"We're here to provide a level of service that's 
going to continue to grow the Northview Sales 
Division," added Wade.

Multi-tasker Martin gets 
win for Augustin Stable 
with filly First Friend

Clyde Martin has done it all-as trainer, 
jockey and sometimes owner. 


W hen First Friend crossed the finish 
line first on Sept. 15, the 3-year-old 
represented the first winner that 
trainer Clyde Martin saddled for George 
Strawbridge’s famed Augustin Stable. And, 
in fact, the daughter of Aragorn (Ire) was 
the first horse that Strawbridge sent to 
him. 

‘Apparently she was difficult to han¬ 
dle,” said Martin, 53, who is also a jockey. 
“I had ridden for George and Jonathan 
Sheppard for about eight years, and my 
name was thrown around a bit and George 
asked if I would take her. I break babies 
and get on all my horses, so of course I 
agreed.” 

Martin worked with First Friend and 
ironed out her behavioral quirks, and she 
was ready to roll in her debut, a 1 Vis-mile 
turf event for fillies and mares. She quickly 
went to die lead, set a moderate pace while 
hugging the rail, and then kicked away 
down the stretch, never seriously chal¬ 
lenged and winning by 3 lengths on the 
firm course. 

The only thing missing was Martin 
himself, as he has commanded plenty of 
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attention in recent years as the trainer 
and jockey of many of his horses. Daniel 
Centeno was aboard First Friend on her 
maiden voyage. 

“The reason I didn’t ride her is because 
I have Lyme Disease,” said Martin. “It goes 
into remission and dien comes back, and 
I had a bout with it the day of die race. It 
takes a lot of die energy out of me.” 

Martin has often raised eyebrows when 
his name appears in the program as bodi 
the trainer and jockey (and sometimes 
owner, too) of a horse, but he’s able to do 
it in every mid-Adantic state except Penn- 
1 sylvania.

| The St. Petersburg, Fla., native’s career 
| as a jockey started in 1979. He rode his 
= first race at Hialeah Park, and his first 
winner at River Downs that same year. In 
the 1980s and 1990s, he rode primarily at 
Rockingham Park before moving south to 
Philadelphia Park and Delaware Park. 

In 2007, after more than 15,000 mounts, 
Martin decided to turn his attention to 
training. 

“I was getting a little bit older,” he said. 
“You can’t be a jockey forever. Unfortu¬ 
nately, it’s a young man’s sport—that’s why 
I decided to start training.” 

Yet he didn’t give up his jockey’s license, 
and in April of that year won his first race 
as the trainer and rider of Fancy Runner at 
Aqueduct. 

Nine-year-old Fancy Runner, inciden¬ 
tally, is still running for Martin, who is now 
his owner, and has faced the starter 10 
times this year. 

One of Martin’s greatest triumphs as 
a trainer/jockey came in the 2010 New 
Casde Stakes at Delaware, when he piloted 
Thomas J. Carey’s Nathan’s H Q to victory 
in the $75,000 race. 

Martin has five horses at Delaware 
Park, with another 16 on his 33-acre farm 
in Cochranville, Pa. He spends the winter 
at Gulfstream Park. His farm, which has a 
grass gallop, is a full-service facility, where 




Martin breeds, foals, breaks young horses 
and stands his stallion, Runnintothealter, a 
son of Conquistador Cielo. 

Runnintothealter’s only foal to start, the 
3-year-old filly Chase the Angel, has won 
twice, and earned nearly $55,000, with a 
bigger crop ready to come to the races in 
2013. 

ROOKIE OWNER GETS REWARD 

It was a case of beginner’s luck at the 
Stanton oval on Sept. 19 when 17-year-old 
Will Thomas became a winning owner 
with the first horse he’s owned, I’m Done. 

Claimed by trainer Juan Vazquez for 
Thomas for $10,000 on Aug. 1, the 3-year- 
old Flatter filly sat out her “jail” time and 
returned at the same level, edging away to 
take the 5 14-furlong contest as the betting 
favorite. 

Thomas has made a successful transi¬ 
tion from being a devoted fan of Delaware 
Park racing to that of owner. The teenager 
faces daily physical challenges, however, 
as he is afflicted with cerebral palsy, and is 
wheelchair-bound. 

“I picked her out; I was quite impressed 
with her,” he said, recalling the decision to 
claim I’m Done. 

And in explaining his choice of Vazquez 
as his trainer, Thomas said, “The one thing 
I like about him is that he’s very humble. 
He considers himself to be just like me.” 

Thomas said his love of Thoroughbred 
racing may be in his blood. His grandfather 
and his great-uncle also owned horses. 

Asked about his reaction when I’m 
Done crossed the finish line in front, he 
replied, “It made me feel great. I’ve gone 
through a lot in the last year, but I won’t 
stop. . . I may even look to buy more 
horses.” 

STAKES ROUND-UP 

■ Bluegrass Hall’s homebred Optimizer 
didn’t have much luck in all three legs of 
this year’s Triple Crown, but he finally 
found the right spot for his first graded 
stakes score when he triumphed in the 
$200,000 Kent Stakes-G3 at VA miles on 
the turf on Sept. 22. 

Piloted by Jon Court for Hall of Fame 
trainer D. Wayne Lukas, the 3-year-old son 
of English Channel dueled with Excaper 
through the first 7 furlongs, shook clear 
turning for home, and then steadily drew 
away to win by 4Vi lengths over that rival 
in 1:47.27, breaking the old course mark 
of 1:47.33. 
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Optimizer broke his maiden at first ask¬ 
ing last year at Saratoga, also on the turf, 
and placed in three graded stakes prior to 
the Kent. He has a record of three wins 
from 16 starts, and $428,714. His dam, 
Indy Pick (by A.P. Indy), is a half-sister to 
Grade 1 winner Finder’s Fee. 

■ Ramona S. Bass’ homebred Welcome 
Dance recorded the second stakes victory 
of her career, and the second of the 2012 
Delaware Park meet, when she wired six 
rivals in the $50,000 Christiana Stakes at 
1 Vs miles on firm turf on Sept. 15. 

Trained by Michael Matz, the 3-year-old 
daughter of Henny Hughes set a dawdling 
pace under Joe Rocco Jr., then had plenty 
left as she turned for home, giving the field 
die slip and spurting away to a 3-length 
advantage, which she held until die wire. 
She was timed in 1:49.76. 

Filare l’Oro chased in second the entire 
way, while Zucchini Flower rallied from 
sixth to be third. Augustin Stable’s favored 
Vanishing never threatened and was fifth. 

In July, Welcome Dance captured the 
Walking in Da Sun Stakes at 1 Yu miles 
on turf. Out of the Dynaformer mare 
Choreograph, Welcome Dance broke her 
maiden at Saratoga last year in her first 
start, and won an allowance at Churchill 
Downs in November. She has faced stakes 
company in all six of her starts since. 

■ Breeders’ Cup Marathon-G3 winner 
Eldaafer showed on Sept. 8 that he still had 
an affinity for longer races at age 7 as he 
rolled home in die l 3 /i6-mile Carl Hanford 
Memorial Stakes. 

It was the first win for Eldaafer, a son 
of A.P. Indy, since he prevailed in an allow¬ 
ance race at Delaware Park in August 2011. 
Under Ricardo Santana Jr., Eldaafer sat just 
off die pedestrian pace of Forgotten Knot 
until midstretch, then made his move to 
draw off by 3 lengths over favored Not 
Abroad and Win Willy in 1:58.10. The win¬ 
ner’s share pushed his total earnings ever 
closer to the $900,000 mark.

Brown’s Book Review 
proves a quick study 
in rich Oaks victory

twas one of those nights Cherie DeVaux 
just wasn’t sure would ever end. 

DeVaux, the Belmont Park-based 
assistant for trainer Chad Brown, had been 
up since 3:30 a.m., as she settled in to watch 
talented 3-year-old filly Book Review take 
on a formidable field in the $400,000 
Charles Town Oaks at Sept. 22. That early 
morning started with getting die chestnut 
filly on a van to Charles Town, but DeVaux 
had a side trip to make before joining back 
up in West Virginia. First, she had to get to 
Parx Racing to oversee Brown’s entries at 
the Pennsylvania track. That done, it was 
on to West Virginia. 

“We were late,” DeVaux said. “We got 
here just as they were bringing the horses 
over. It was close.” 

Late, perhaps, but just in time to see 
Book Review recover from a dreadful start 
under Javier Castellano and reel in the 
loaded field to score a 1%-length victory 
over 7 furlongs in 1:24.65. It was hardly the 
way Brown and DeVaux drew up the race 
plan, but the result left owners Gary and 
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Mary West with a hefty trophy and an even 
more hefty payday. 

Trouble found Book Review and 
Castellano right out of the starting gate, as 
a bump with Say a Novena left DeVaux’s 
filly dangerously out of position heading 
into the first turn. 

“It was not Plan A, but Javier has rid¬ 
den her a bunch and he rides a lot of 
our horses,” said DeVaux. “We’re pretty 
confident he knows when to go to Plan 
B. He didn’t worry about the fact that he 
wasn’t in position-he just kind of rode his 
race from where he was. You have to have 
confidence that he knows what to do if it 
doesn’t work out.” 

Eighth after a quarter-mile, Castellano 
guided Book Review to the outside near 
the half-mile pole and started gaining 
ground in a hurry. Running five wide 
around the far turn, Book Review burst to 
the front in the upper stretch to pass leader 
Beautiful But Blue and drew off steadily. 

“When I asked her, she responded so 
well,” Castellano said. 


It was a resounding result after Book 
Review’s disappointing effort her last 
time out, a seventh in the Aug. 25 Test 
Stakes-G1 at Saratoga. The Charles Town 
Oaks field featured three other runners 
from that race-Beautiful But Blue, Well 
Kept, Jazzy Idea and Amie’s Dini—but 
Book Review proved best. 

“We figured we’d take a chance,” 
DeVaux said. “Her last race at Saratoga, 
she really did not perform up to what she 
had been doing before-something was 
amiss. So we figured we’d come here and 
take a shot-shipping, different track-and 
she handled everything just fine.” 

A daughter of Giant’s Causeway and 
Clever Babe (by Distorted Humor), the 
Kentucky-bred filly upped her lifetime 
record to three wins in seven starts as the 
odds-on favorite. Holiday Soiree dug in to 
finish second over Beautiful But Blue. 

The race didn’t go exactly as planned, 
but DeVaux couldn’t fault the final result 
as she hoisted that heavy winner’s trophy 
for the long trip home. 

“It’s always a question of how they’re 
going to handle it because instead of going 
a one-turn race, now we’re going around 
two turns—it’s going to set up different,” 
DeVaux said. “Like Javier had said, we 
were trying to be a little closer to the pace. 
She had a different idea. 

“You don’t know how each horse is 
going to run their race, and how it’s going 
to set up. Belmont and Saratoga, you kind 
of know where they’re going to be. But 
here, most of the horses you’re running 
against have never run here before. So you 
take the unknown risk.” 

FLATTERING BEA WINS 
MISS SHENANDOAH STAKES 

Among the more than casual onlook¬ 
ers for the Charles Town Oaks were 
owner James Arrison and trainer Crystal 
Pickett. That stands to reason, consider¬ 
ing they hope to have their own entry 
in next year’s event on the track’s annual 
Race for the Ribbon card. In the $75,000 
Miss Shenandoah Stakes, that possibility 
took a big step forward as 2-year-old filly 
Flattering Bea scored a 2 A-length victory 
after 6 A furlongs in 1:20.40 under Alberto 
Delgado. 

It was a first stakes win for Arrison, 
who oversees a modest breeding operation 
of two broodmares in Fairfax, Va. One, 
Wild Bea (by Wild Rush), helped Arrison 
strike gold on a pairing with the stallion 
Flatter. The Kentucky-bred Flattering Bea 
was the result, and her third career start, 
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The “totally professional” 2-year-old filly Flattering Bea, under Alberto Delgado, zipped to victory 
in the Miss Shenandoah Stakes for owner/breeder James Arrison and trainer Crystal Pickett.

her first at Charles Town, gave Arrison a 
huge victory. 

“Jim’s been a very loyal, patient owner 
who’s hung in there to get a good horse,” 
Pickett said. “I’m so glad he has one. He’s 
deserving.” 

Delgado overcame a rocky start with a 
move three wide entering the far turn, then 
Flattering Bea took charge at the quarter 
pole and drew clear. 

“I think it’s great for her,” Pickett said. 
“She did the 514 at Delaware with no prob¬ 
lem. Alberto came like 10 days ago, breezed 
her three-quarters at Bowie and she did it 
like it was nothing. Everything we’ve asked 
this filly to do-ship to Delaware, ship here, 
run under the lights, go two turns-she’s 
just a total professional and does it all easy. 
She’s a wonderful filly, just as sweet as can 
be.” 

That runs in the family, apparently. 
Her dam was stakes-placed in her day and 
Pickett testifies that she’s “trained three 
of her babies and they are all just absolute 
doll babies.” 

Easter Fashion finished second and 
Gallant Performer was third. 

The victory had Arrison considering an 
expansion. 

“I’ve been slowing down my breeding 
operation, but this may give it a kick-start,” 
Arrison said. “She didn’t get the greatest 
start, but she was able and athletic enough 
to get herself in position and made a great 
move around the turn. I thought she ran a 
terrific race.” 

‘LITTLE SISTER’ BAYONNE 
GETS HER STAKES VICTORY 

Owner/trainer Jeffrey Cramer didn’t 
breed his 4-year-old filly Bayonne, but 
notching his first career stakes victory in 
the $70,000 Pink Ribbon Stakes proved 
just as sweet for entirely different reasons. 
Bayonne, after all, was something of a 
find for Cramer and his father/partner, 
Jim Cramer, in Cramer Racing. Plucked 
from the claiming ranks for all of $6,250 
in January at Penn National, Bayonne was 
just the sort of project the Cramers were 
seeking. 

“We really liked her family, she’s a half to 
(multiple stakes winner) Eighttofasttocatch 
and she’s a Maryland-bred. We did some 
research. My dad owns Handicapper’s Data 
Warehouse and he was involved in the pro¬ 
cess of selecting her. 

“When we looked at her family, we 
realized that most of diose horses were 
later developing horses. When we claimed 
her, she had just turned 4 years old. 


Eighttofasttocatch, as a 3-year-old, was a 
good horse, but at 4 he was better and at 5 
he was a lot better.” 

Still, at $6,250, the Cramers weren’t 
expecting the second coming of Zenyatta. 

“We figured this horse probably had a 
hole in her, we figured she was probably 
sore,” Cramer said. “I mean, she wouldn’t 
be in for $6,250 if she didn’t have some¬ 
thing wrong with her. But we felt, with the 
family, we’d take a chance, so we were the 
only ones to claim her that night.” 

They started Bayonne in allowance 
company at Charles Town, running every¬ 
thing from 6 furlongs to lVu miles, and 
while the daughter of Dances With Ravens 
and Too Fast to Catch (by Nice Catch) 
generally finished on die board she really 
wasn’t turning out as well as the Cramers 
had hoped. So they tried a different tact. 
The Cramers asked jockey Erik Ramirez 


to hold back and get Bayonne to relax 
for a late run. They first tried it in a July 
optional claimer at Charles Town, then 
repeated again in an allowance in August. 
Both times, Bayonne ended up in the win¬ 
ner’s circle. 

“We turned it around; ran her one time 
going seven-eighths, took the first quarter 
in like 25, then we asked her to run and 
she just dropped her head and relaxed,” 
Cramer said. <( When we asked her to run, 
she just took off. So then we ran her back 
and we did the same thing, and she went 
6V .2 in 1:18.09 and that’s really flying here. 
So we knew that what we were doing was 
working.” 

Cramer’s instructions for the Pink 
Ribbon were explicit. 

“Save ground, save every inch that you 
can, stay on the rail. If you’ve got two 
horses in front of you, either split them 
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or go to die rail and try to stay inside,” 
Cramer said. “I said every inch you save is 
going to be an inch or two we may need 
late. He did exacdy as I asked, and really 
die pace set up for us. We were die only 
horse running late.” 

That was the plan for the Pink Ribbon, 
which featured the promise of an extreme¬ 
ly fast field going 7 furlongs. Ramirez had 
his own feelings of anxiety even as Bay¬ 
onne setded in for another relaxing run. 

“I had to worry that if they were going 
too slow, I would have to be a litde closer,” 
Ramirez said. “But it just worked for us. 
Thank God the victory came tonight. She 
was where she wanted to be in die turn. I 
had room to get out to the three path in case 
somebody was stopping in front of me. 
On the backside, I was already outside and 
the horse was making a move. I had a lot 
of horse and everything was going good.” 

Bayonne won by a length in 1:25.40. 
Withgreatpleasure finished second, IV 2 
lengths ahead of favorite Moonlit Malibu. 

“We knew there was a ton of speed in 
here, we were hoping for a lot of speed,” 
said Cramer, who credited assistant trainer 
Scooter Washington for bringing along 
Bayonne’s recovery. “We were hoping the 
front was going to be fast, and they went 


fast-23 and change, then 46 and change 
and went 11 and 3 (for 6 furlongs) so we 
knew the front was going to collapse. We 
diought we’d run by a bunch. We didn’t 
know how many, but we got by all of 
them.” 

Like Maryland Million Classic winner 
Eighttofasttocatch, Bayonne was bred by 
Dark Hollow Farm and trainer Graham 
Motion’s Herringswell Stable. She won two 
of her first five starts for her breeders, was 
claimed in August 2011, and won twice for 
Juan Carlos Guerrero and Filippo Rizzo 
before the Cramers made their claim. 

RUNCO WINS A PAIR, 

JAX AND JILL STAYS UNBEATEN 

Charles Town-based trainer Jeff Runco 
had another productive evening on Race 
for the Ribbon night, as two of his entries 
crossed the wire first. 

In the $35,000 Roberta Grump Hand- 
cap, Runco’s homebred filly Severn Shore 
tallied a three-quarter-length win in 1:26.30 
for 7 furlongs as the second choice under 
Jose Montano. The West Virginia-bred 
daughter of Pure Prize and Heater (by 
Dixieland Heat) improved her lifetime 
mark to four wins in five starts, with a sec¬ 
ond in her lone losing effort. 


“She’s been doing well,” Runco said. 
“Everything’s gone well for her all year 
long. She ran one time against older horses 
and finished second, which was her only 
loss so far. She got a great trip tonight, and 
she’s pretty good so we’ll just have to see 
how it goes from here.” 

Runco scored again with In the Fairway 
in the $50,000 Henry Mercer Memorial, run 
at AV 2 furlongs for state-bred 2-year-olds. 
With Montano up, the son of Posse and 
Royal Sweep (by End Sweep) scored an 
impressive 2D-length win in :51.24. 

‘We’re stacking up pretty good,” Runco 
said. ‘We’ve got some good stuff coming. 
You’ve just got to have some racing luck, 
and if we have some racing luck we could 
be okay. We’ll just have to see how it goes.” 

Two-year-old West Virginia-bred filly 
Jax and Jill ran her lifetime record to a per¬ 
fect 3-0 by winning the $50,000 Rachel’s 
Turn Stakes on the same card. Run at AV 2 
furlongs, the race featured a solid field 
that proved no match for owner/breeder 
Robert Cole Jr.’s precocious filly. Under 
Gerald Almodovar, the bay daughter of 
Yes It’s True and Rain Song (by Intensity) 
scored by a dazzling 8% lengths in :51.08 
for trainer Scott Lake in her first foray 
against stakes company. W

GREGORY H. BARNHILL 

Gregory Barnhill, former member of the 
Maryland Racing Commission, an official 
for the Maryland Hunt Cup, and since 
2007 a director on the board of Maryland 
Million Ltd., died on Sept. 17 after a battle 
with prostate cancer. The Baltimore, Md., 
native was 59. 

A highly successful investment banker 
with Alex. Brown & Sons in Baltimore and 
its successor, Bankers Trust and Deutsche 
B ank, and later Brown Inves tment Advis ory 
& Trust Company, Mr. Barnhill was a 
civic leader who supported and promoted 
hundreds of projects and charities. He 
served on numerous boards, including the 
Maryland Historical Society and Greater 
Baltimore Medical Center. In January 
2004 he was appointed to the Maryland 
Racing Commission by Governor Robert 
L. Ehrlich Jr. and completed his term in 
June 2008. 

For decades, Mr. Barnhill owned race¬ 
horses in partnership, both flat and stee¬ 
plechase runners, including stakes horse 
Wheels Up At Noon. Self-described as an 
“avid fan of Thoroughbred racing/’ Mr. 
Barnhill’s interest in horses began early in 
life-as a student at McDonogh he rode 
with the school’s cavalry before graduating 
in 1971. 

KATHRYN JAMES CLARK 

Avid Virginian horsewoman and horse 
show enthusiast Kathryn (Kats) James 
Clark died Aug. 4 on her 85th birthday. 

The Middleburg resident had earned 
many recognitions during her long 
show career, including being elected to 
the Virginia Horse Show Hall of Fame 
and Upperville Wall of Fame. She also 
served on the board of the Washington 
International Horse Show. 

With her first husband, Jack Leib, 
she campaigned horse show champions 


Automation, Mid-Flight and Valiant Hawk 
under the Fox Lake Farm banner. 

She married well-known Thoroughbred 
owner Stephen C. Clark Jr. in 1989. Mr. 
Clark’s runners prior to their marriage 
included champion Hoist die Flag, and top 
steeplechasers Amber Diver and Shadow 
Brook, die latter the recipient of the first 
Eclipse Award for champion steeeplechas- 
er in 1971. Mrs. Clark campaigned steeple¬ 
chase stakes winner Avanico with trainer 
James “Chuck” Lawrence. 

JOHN FRIEDMAN 

John Conrad Friedman, a retired Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., firefighter who became a 
horse trainer in die 1960s and sent out the 
tikes of Coaching Club American Oaks 
winner Our Cheri Amour, died on Aug. 6. 
The resident of Stevens ville, Md., was 79. 

Born in Washington, D.C., Mr. Fried¬ 
man worked for the fire department until 
forced to retire due to injuries and smoke 
inhalation suffered during the riots in that 
city in 1968. 

Mr. Friedman took on a small stable, 
and by 1971 had the Porterhouse filly 
Our Cheri Amour in his barn. Owned by 
Andrew and Helen Vizzi, who purchased 
her for $1,800 at die Eastern Fall Yearling 
Sales in 1969, Our Cheri Amour had a stel¬ 
lar season in 1971, finishing fourth or bet¬ 
ter in nine stakes. Her biggest score was the 
$100,000-added Coaching Club American 
Oaks. Other scores included that year’s 
Militia Handicap at Liberty Bell and Open 
Fire Stakes at Delaware Park. She eventu¬ 
ally retired with earnings of $176,839. 
Mr. Friedman also had during those early 
years graded stakes winner Clyde William, 
who won the Boardwalk Handicap-G3 at 
Monmouth and the Laurel Turf Cup, and 
placed in four graded stakes. 

With Virginia, his wife of 58 years, Mr. 
Friedman bred and trained horses for more 
than three decades. Homebred runners 
included stakes-winning Domus Pacis and 
his younger half-sister Maria’s Tiara. An 
earner of $343,368, Maria’s Tiara in turn 
produced stakes winner Marias Golden 
Rose. Mrs. Friedman has plans to continue 
with the stable. 

EVELYN HACKER 

Evelyn Hacker, whose involvement with 
racing in die Mid-Atlantic region spanned 
nearly a century, died July 27, nine days 
short of her 97th birthday. 

Mrs. Hacker was die wife of the late 
Beverly “Tuffy” Hacker, one of Maryland’s 
most accomplished and respected train¬ 



ers. Mrs. Hacker did the bookkeeping and 
administrative side of die stable for her 
husband, noted her son Gary Hacker. In 
addition, from 1956 until 1973, she worked 
for die HBPA in Maryland, Delaware and 
Pennsylvania, for which her husband was 
a longtime director. From 1974 through 
1982, she was employed by Delaware Park 
and the Delaware Racing Commission in 
charge of licensing for owners, trainers 
and jockeys. 

Growing up in Hagerstown, Md., Mrs. 
Hacker attended die races as a child with 
her family at the local track as well as other 
area tracks, and was in attendance for 
the Seabiscuit/War Admiral match race at 
Pimlico in 1938. Her father, O.E. Show, 
owned race horses during the 1940s and 
1950s, and Mrs. Hacker was a horse owner 
for more than 50 years, until her husband 
retired from training in 1990. John H.C. 
Forbes trained horses for Mrs. Hacker and 
her father until her husband took out his 
license in 1950. 

Married in 1947, the Hackers lived in 
the same house in Laurel for 50 years. 
Mr. Hacker died at 85 in August 2007. 
Arrangements have been made to spread 
die couple’s ashes on the finish line at 
Laurel Park on Nov. 1. 

ALICE MARCACCI 

Alice Marcacci, 67, stakes coordinator at 
Delaware Park for the past three years, died 
on Aug. 10 after suffering a stroke. 

A resident of Vineland, N.J., Mrs. 
Marcacci also worked as a racing official in 
Maryland, New Jersey and Virginia. 

“She was an excellent racing official 
who took great pride in her work because 
she loved the sport,” said John Mooney, 
the executive director of racing at Delaware 
Park. “She worked in many capacities in 
her career, but her expertise was really as a 
stakes coordinator. She knew how to talk 
to the trainers and owners.”

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SCIPION’S SON PITCH N ROLL 
TAKES PRESQUE ISLE STAKES 



T he 2-year-old gelding Pitch N Roll, 
from Scipion’s second crop, scored 
decisively by 2% lengths in his fourth 
career start, Presque Isle Downs’ $75,000 
Mark McDermott Stakes, on Sept. 7. It 
was the first stakes win for The Elks tone 
Group LLC’s homebred, the first stakes 
winner for his sire. 

The leading freshman sire in die North¬ 
east in 2011 by number of winners (with 
10), Scipion has four winners from six 
juvenile starters in 2012 (through Oct. 1). 
In his two crops, 61 percent of his 2-year- 
old starters have won. Pitch N Roll cap¬ 
tured a maiden special weight first time out 
at Presque Isle on June 23. His subsequent 
starts have all been in stakes. 


After finishing second in Delaware 
Park’s Par Four Overnight Stakes in July 
and third in the Mountaineer Juvenile 
Stakes in August, Pitch N Roll went off 
as second choice in die five-horse Mark 
McDermott. The Ron Potts trainee pressed 
the early pace in the 6-furlong test on the 
all-weather surface, dueled for the lead 
entering the stretch, then drew off under 
Huber Villa-Gomez to finish in 1:10.04 
while racing greenly to the wire. 

Pitch N Roll returned in the Fitz Dixon 
Jr. Memorial Juvenile Stakes at Presque Isle 
on Sept. 29. Fifth in his only off-the-board 
finish, he upped his career earnings to 
$99,420. The Pennsylvania-bred is the first 
stakes horse for his dam, die allowance- 
winning Provobay (by Dynaformer). 

Scipion is also die sire of stakes-placed 
Won the War, an earner of $88,460. The 
stallion entered stud in 2008 at Murmur 
Farm in Darlington, Md., after racing 
through age 5, winning or placing in eight 
of 17 starts and earning $194,056. 

A winner of his juvenile debut, a 7-fur- 
long allowance at Saratoga, Scipion was 
immediately tried in graded stakes com¬ 
pany. The son of A.P Indy finished third 


behind Bellamy Road in River Downs’ 
Grade 3 Cradle Stakes. 

At 3, Scipion captured the Grade 3 
Risen Star Stakes at Fair Grounds. Sidelined 
by a condylar fraction in a hind leg after 
that effort, he returned to competition and 
added to his stakes record when second in 
the Point Given Stakes at 4. 

A three-quarter-brother to champion 
2-year-old Vindication, Scipion is one of 
five stakes horses for his graded stakes-win¬ 
ning dam Strawberry Reason, and one of 
four milhon-dollar sales offspring for the 
Strawberry Road (Aus) mare. Vindication, 
a son of Seattle Slew, sold for $2.15 mil¬ 
lion in 2001; Scipion went for $1.9 million 
at Fasig-Tipton’s Saratoga sale in 2003; the 
Storm Cat filly Queenie Cat brought $1.7 
million in 2005; and Strawberry Reason’s 
final foal, In Step, sold for $1 million. 

In Step became a stakes winner and fin¬ 
ished third in the Valley View Stakes-G3. 
Strawberry Reason also produced grad¬ 
ed stakes-placed Blackberry Road and 
Japanese stakes horse True Reason. 

Vindication, winner of the 2002 
Breeders’ Cup Juvenile-Gl, had a brief 
career at stud, siring five crops before his 
death in 2008. He is represented by 21 
stakes winners to date. 

Scipion has 62 foals in his first two 
crops, with progeny earnings in excess of 
$700,000. The 10-year-old stood the 2012 
season for $3,000 live foal as the property 
of a syndicate.

XCHANGER’S FIRST WINNER 
PACKS BIG RETURN AT CALDER 


O ’Sullivan Farms LLC’s freshman sire 
Xchanger got his first winner on 
Sept. 21 at Calder Race Course when 
Willa Bella dug in through the stretch 
to score over the sloppy going at 44-1. 
The longest price in the field of nine, the 
Edward Plesa Jr.-trained 2-year-old filly 
rewarded her backers $91.60 on a $2 ticket. 

Bred and owned by Rus dewood Farm 
Inc., the Florida-bred relished die condi¬ 
tions and the 5-furlong distance as she 
scored in her second start. Out of the 
Mountain Cat mare Willa, Willa Bella is 
one of two starters (through Oct. 1) for 
her multiple graded stakes-winning sire. 

A gray/roan son of Exchange Rate, 
Xchanger was well-known in die region 
during his racing career, winning or placing 
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in six regional stakes at five tracks. He won 
die first two starts of his juvenile campaign, 
both at Monmouth Park, led by the Grade 
3 Sapling Stakes at 6 furlongs. His other 
starts that season included thirds in the $1 
million Delta Jackpot-G3 in Louisiana and 
Nashua Stakes-G3 at Aqueduct. 

Successful at distances of a mile or 
more, he captured Delaware Park’s Grade 
3 Barbaro Sakes at lVu miles as well as 
Pimlico’s traditional Preakness prep, the 
Federico Tesio Stakes, at lVs miles. 

Xchanger missed by a neck in the $1 
million Pennsylvania Derby-G2, and fin¬ 
ished third, beaten less than a length, in 
die Meadowlands Cup-G2 in his first start 
against older horses. Both races were con¬ 
tested at 1 Vs miles. 


Campaigned through age 4, Xchanger 
was second in die Donald Levine Memorial 
Handicap at Philadelphia Park by a nose to 
Eternal Star, who set a 7-furlong track 
mark of 1:20.53. 

Racing exclusively in stakes following 
his maiden win, Xchanger retired with a 
record of four wins, two seconds and three 
thirds and earned $774,990 from 18 starts. 

From the international family of Venez¬ 
uelan champion Fort Nassau and Group 1 
winner Iron Parts, Xchanger is out of the 
winning Crafty Prospector mare Saragoza, 
a full-sister to multiple stakes-placed Luna 
Craft and half-sister to graded stakes- 
placed runner and sire Rush Dancer. 

Xchanger, who has 23 named foals 
in his first crop, launched his stud career 
in Florida, where he stood two seasons 
before moving to the Funkhouser family’s 
O’Sullivan Farms in Charles Town, W. Va. 
for 2011. The stud fee for the 8-year-old is 
$1,500 live foal.

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K entucky's WinStar Farm and Mary¬ 
land's Country Life Farm (owned 
by the Pons family and managed by 
Josh and Mike Pons) announced a co- 
ownership agreement to stand WinStar's 
homebred colt Cal Nation at the Pons' 
Merryland Farm, in Hydes, Md., for the 
2013 breeding season at the introductory 
fee of $3,500 live foal. 

The 4-year-old graded stakes-placed 
son of Distorted Humor out of the A.P 
Indy mare She's a Winner will stand in 
the same stallion barn as 2009 Kentucky 
Derby-Gl favorite Fries an Fire, who cov¬ 
ered 94 mares last spring in his freshman 
season at Merryland. 

‘We're excited about what's going on in 
Maryland," said WinStar president Elliott 
Walden. “We intend to breed several mares 
to Cal Nation and to participate in the 
Maryland-bred program. He's by our best 
stallion and out of our best mare. We 
named him for University of Kentucky 
basketball coach John Calipari and the UK 
fans. This colt has been a favorite of ours 
from the time he was foaled here." 

Trained by Todd Pletcher, Cal Nation 
broke his maiden by 1 3 A lengths in his 
debut at Gulfstream Park in February of 
his 3-year-old year, going 7 furlongs in a 
sharp 1:22.02 after setting a 1:09.11 pace 
for 6 furlongs. 

“That was a very impressive debut," 
Pletcher said. “After that race, we decided 
to point him for the Kentucky Derby-Gl." 

In his second start, Cal Nation stretched 
out to a mile, but lost by a nose after duel¬ 
ing with Pletcher stablemate Dance City. 
In his third start, Cal Nation set the pace 
in the $150,000 Jerome Stakes-G2 in the 
slop at Aqueduct in April before tiring He

returned in May at Belmont to win a 6-fur- 
long allowance by 514 lengths, before plac¬ 
ing in the Carry Back Stakes-G2 at Calder 
and Select Stakes at Monmouth Park. 

He won a Monmouth allowance this 
year, and retired with a record of three 
wins, two seconds and a third from nine 
starts, and earnings of $127,884. He recent¬ 
ly arrived at Merryland from Belmont Park 
and is available for inspection. 

“She's a Winner is out of that great 
Phipps family of champion Numbered 
Account," explained Country Life's Mike 
Pons. “It's also the family of Maryland 


leading sires Not For Love and Polish 
Numbers. She's a Winner's full-sister, 
Supercharger, produced the 2010 Kentucky 
Derby winner Super Saver for WinStar. I 
think that this is perhaps die best family in 
America right now." 

The Pons brothers have started or stood 
several lightly-raced well-bred stallions, 
including current Kentucky star Malibu 
Moon and former six-time Maryland lead¬ 
ing sire Allen's Prospect. 

“The one thing all our good sires have 
in common is a great dam," said Josh Pons. 
“That influence just seems to breed through. 
And it doesn't hurt that Cal Nation's dad 
« Distorted Humor has sired two classic 
| winners, sired the sire (Flower Alley) of 
| this year's Derby and Preakness winner, 
and just had the highest average ($605,714) 
and the highest-priced yearling of 2012 
($1,650,000) at the select sessions of die 
Keeneland September Yearling Sale." 

As an incentive, breeders whose mares 
produce alive foal at the advertised stud fee 
from Cal Nation's first season at stud will 
be entided to a complimentary nomination 
in the stallion's fifth year at stud, after that 
first crop has raced as 2-year-olds. 

“Malibu Moon moved to Kentucky 
after his first crop raced, and his stud fee 
rose," explained Mike Pons. “We want to 
establish a reward system for folks who 
help us make Maryland stallions."

E lex D. Bowman will stand That's Rich 
at Cedar Rock Farm in Kearneysville, 
WVa., for the 2013 season. A stud fee 
of $1,000 live foal has been set, payable 
when the foal stands and nurses, for the 
6-year-old son of Chapel Royal. 

The stakes-placed runner of $197,675 
campaigned over five seasons, making 29 
starts. Facing state-bred competition in 
New York, he broke his maiden first time 
out at 2, defeating nine others going 5/4 
furlongs at Belmont Park. 


Six times That's Rich won during his 
career, including 6-furlong allowances at 
Aqueduct and Belmont. 

Midway through his 3-year-old season, 
That's Rich hit the board in Belmont Park's 
Mike Lee Stakes for New York-breds at 
7 furlongs, finishing third behind Legal 
Consent and Slevin.

F airbanks, the most supported first- 
year stallion in Pennsylvania history 
when he entered stud at Northview 
PA's Peach Bottom farm in 2009, moved 
to the top of the Mid-Atlantic region's 
freshman sire ranks with two winners in 
five days in September. 

Fairbanks got his first winner on Sept. 
17 when Golden Heart City scored at Parx 
Racing. CJZ Racing Stable's filly, trained 
by Tony Dutrow, was always in contention 
before taking the lead in the final sixteenth 
of die 6-furlong maiden race. Bred in 
Pennsylvania by Michael Rainier, the dark 
bay filly is out of Option Contract, a win¬ 
ning daughter of Forty Niner who has also 
produced stakes winner Shake the Dice 
and stakes-placed Love Contract. 

First-time starter Awesome Devine, a 
Maryland-bred colt owned by Florence 
Patitucci, won at Delaware Park Sept. 22. 


The chestnut, out of Formalities Aside 
(by Awesome Again), was bred by Tom 
and Chris Bowman and Milton P. Higgins 
III. Juan Vazquez trains Awesome Devine, 
who defeated eight others in the 5V2-fur- 
long maiden race while stopping the clock 
in 1:04.10, the fastest time for a 2-year-old 
at the distance this year. 

Fairbanks, now 9, has 68 registered 
foals in his first crop of 2-year-olds. In 
his first season at stud, the son of Giant's 
Causeway covered 103 mares. The multiple 
graded stakes winner of $879,768, finished 
first or second in 10 of his 19 career starts 
over three seasons. 

His first stakes win came at Santa Anita 
during his 4-year-old season in the Grade 
3 Tokyo City Handicap. He defeated Neko 
Bay and earned a 115 Beyer Speed Figure in 
the lVs-mile stakes. In his next start, he fin¬ 
ished second to Political Force in Belmont 
Park's Grade 1 Suburban Handicap, and 


was also second that season to Brass Hat 
in the Massachusetts Handicap. 

Fairbanks had a better season at 5, win¬ 
ning the FA-mile Hawthorne Gold Cup 
Handicap-G2 and Saratoga's Duke of 
Magenta Stakes, both by daylight margins. 
He was runner-up in that year's Gulfs tream 
Park Handicap-G2 and Bill Hartack 
Memorial Handicap-G3. 

A half-brother to Keats ($442,718, 
Lexington S-G2, etc.) and Grand Score 
(3rd Iroquois S-G3), Fairbanks sold for 
$1.85 million as a yearling, the highest price 
of the 2004 Saratoga select sale.

NEW NAME, NEW HOME DOWN UNDER FOR SEELO 


G eorge Strawbridge admires horses with stamina, and strives 
to breed that trait into his runners. Australians also admire 
distance lovers-a needed requirement for die continent’s 
greatest event, the 2-mile Melbourne Cup-Gl. 

So it didn’t come as much of a surprise that Seelo, a Straw- 
bridge-bred son of Dynaformer from the family of Annie Edge 
(Ire), attracted attention from Southern Hemisphere interests. 

A solid handicap runner in Europe for trainer John Gosden, 
the Pennsylvania-bred “demonstrated enough speed and stamina 
to compete in the longer races in Australia,” said his breeder. And 
last fall, the 3-year-old was off to Australia, headed to the barn 
of one of the continent’s leading trainers, Chris Waller, for new 
owners Geoff and Mary Grimish. Within a few months (the fall 
season in Australia), he appeared in new silks with a new name, 
Stout Hearted, and began racking up wins. 

Stout Hearted, i.e. Seelo, won a 7-furlong test over heavy 
ground in July at Rosehill. He scored by 4Vi lengths at Canterbury 
going l 3 /s miles over a course rated “dead” on Aug. 4. Two weeks 
later he returned to Rosehill and won at 1 Vs miles. 

Making his first career stakes start, Stout Hearted finished third 
in Rosehill’s Premier’s Cup on Sept. 1. Fourteen days later, he 
was back and got his first group win, taking die Kingston Town 
S takes-G3 by sprinting away late and getting 1 Vi miles in 2:00.68. 
Waller told Australian reporters that, “He showed today with some 
cover he’s an explosive type of stayer.” 

Wheeled back a week later, Stout Hearted had a troubled trip 
and rallied to finish fourth in the Group 2 Hill Stakes. The result 


didn’t diminish the bay’s growing stature, as he was made one of 
the favorites for the Group 1, 1 Va-mile Metropolitan Handicap at 
Randwickin early October. He was also nominated to the Nov. 6 
Melbourne Cup. 

In seven starts in England, Seelo earned die U.S. equivalent of 
$28,768. His nine outings in Australia have yielded $260,805. 

Seelo is out of Seebe (by Danzig), one of six stakes winners 
produced by Annie Edge. “She wasn’t the most fashionably bred 
when I bought her,” said Strawbridge of Annie Edge. “But she 
was a tough mare and she’s produced Selkirk, Rimrod, and all 
kinds of really good horses.” A daughter of Nebbiolo, Annie 
Edge was a stakes winner in England, classic-placed in the Irish 
1000 Guineas-Gl and won graded races in the U.S. Her son 
Selkirk, a two-time European champion miler, has become one of 
die best sires in Europe. 

Seebe was a group winner in England in the Princess Margaret 
Stakes-G3, finished second in die French classic Poule d’Essai des 
Pouliches-Gl and captured Gulfstream Park’s Suwannee River 
Handicap-G3. The 18-year-old mare has eight foals of racing age, 
five winners. Her 3-year-old filly Gathering, a daughter of Street 
Cry (Ire), has finished third in three stakes this year in England for 
Strawbridge and Gosden, including the Group 3 Atalanta Stakes 
at Sandown on Sept. 1. 

Strawbridge still owns Seebe, as well as other descendants of 
Annie Edge. “They are all triers, and they are all tough, like she 
was.”

Do you favor the expansion 
of commercial gaming in the 
State of Maryland for the pri¬ 
mary purpose of raising reve¬ 
nue for education to authorize 
video lottery operation licens¬ 
ees to operate "tablegames" as 
defined by law ; to increase 
from 15,000 to 16,500 the 
maximum number of video 
lottery terminals that may be 
operated in the State; and to 
increase from 5 to 6 the maxi¬ 
mum number of video lottery 
operation licenses that may be 
awarded in the State and al¬ 
low a video lottery facility to 
operate in Prince Georges 
County? 

After reviewing a report 
from the Gaming Task 
Force and much debate 
among legislative leaders 
and the Governor's office, 
and finally at a second Spe¬ 


cial Session, General As¬ 
sembly members took on 
the plan to expand gam¬ 
bling opportunities in 
Maryland. Ultimately after 
passing Senate Bill 1, the 
question would be put to 
state-wide referendum for 
the voters to decide. This 
question addresses wheth¬ 
er to add table games at all 
existing slots facilities in 
Maryland, and offers the 
possibility of adding an¬ 
other site-"a destination 
location" as the commer¬ 
cials describe it-in Prince 
George's County. This po¬ 
tential new site will be lu¬ 
crative for all of those in¬ 
volved, and it has generated 
a fierce competition be¬ 
tween the supporters and 
the opponents, a battle that 
has played out on televi¬ 
sion and cost millions of 
dollars. 

Though the introduction 
of table games and a Prince 
George's site are the most 
obvious changes in the bill 
that passed, there are other 
changes: to the tax rate, to 
the ownership of the slot 
machines and to the reve¬ 
nue dedicated to the horse 


industry. The legislature re¬ 
viewed the current system 
and decided that some ad¬ 
justments were needed and 
is sending the most dra¬ 
matic changes to the voters 
for approval.

As for how the bill might 
affect the horse industry, 
opinions vary. Racing will 
not see a share of any reve¬ 
nue generated by table 
games, and could see in¬ 
come decrease if gamblers 
migrate from slots to other 
forms of gambling. On the 
other side of the aisle, rac¬ 
ing could benefit from ad¬ 
ditional slot machines in 
the state and could also get 
a boost from a sixth casino 
location. 

"It's not a game-chang¬ 
er," said Senator Barry 
Glassman of District 35 
in Harford County. "We 
watched it develop to make 
sure that it protected the 
horse industry and we did 
not get hurt. We held our 
own and the horsemen got 
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to present a unified opin¬ 
ion on it which was impor¬ 
tant/' 

Question 7 has caused 
an advertising battle ulti¬ 
mately funded by casino 
interests - Las Vegas-based 
MGM Resorts Internation¬ 
al (pro) and Penn National 
Gaming (con)-though nei¬ 
ther is named. MGM hopes 
to run the proposed casino 
in Prince George's County 
while PNG wants to pro¬ 
tect its gambling interests 
in West Virginia (Charles 
Town) and Maryland (Hol¬ 
lywood Casino at Perry- 
ville and Rosecroft Race¬ 
way). 

In reality the horse in¬ 
dustry will feel some im¬ 
pact, whether the referen¬ 
dum passes or not. Long¬ 
term effects to the industry 
won't be known for some 
time, but the General As¬ 


sembly determined the 
changes to be manageable. 

As history continually 
reminds, it pays to antici¬ 
pate the consequences and 
it is important to note that 
the horse industry in Mary¬ 
land is beginning to re¬ 
bound and there is a sense 
of optimism again. 

As reported at the Sep¬ 
tember Maryland Racing 
Commission (MRC) meet¬ 
ing, Senate Bill 1 includes 
the following points: 

Section 1 (took effect 
Oct. 1,2012), includes items 
that affect racing - 

• Reduction in the Racing 
Facility Redevelopment 
Fund (RFRF) percentage 
from 2.5 percent to 1.75 
percent. 

• When Baltimore City is 
issued a VLT license the 
RFRF is reduced to 1 per¬ 
cent and the cap is reduced 


to $20 million from $40 mil¬ 
lion annually. 

• Clarifies the length of 
time (16 years) revenue 
from each VLT facility is 
applied to the RFRF. 

• Allows the MRC to use 
the services of a certified 
public accountant when a 
licensee requests funds 
from the RFRF, and re¬ 
quires the track licensee to 
pay for those services. 

Section 9 requires each 
licensee eligible to receive 
funding from the RFRF on 
or before Feb. 1, 2013, to 
submit to the MRC and De¬ 
partment of Budget and 
Management a preliminary 
capital improvement plan. 
The plan shall include a de¬ 
scription of the preliminary 
capital improvements, pre¬ 
liminary project schedule 
and an estimate of the 
funding to be required. If a 


licensee's plan is not sub¬ 
mitted by Feb. 1, 2013, any 
funding that would other¬ 
wise be available to that li¬ 
censee shall be paid to the 
Education Trust Fund. 

Section 2 takes effect if 
the Maryland residents 
vote to support a sixth ca¬ 
sino in Prince George's 
County and table games. 
No racing related items are 
in this section. 

Section 3 takes effect 
contingent on the award of 
a VLT license to a facility in 
Princes George's County- 
effect on racing related 
items, and reduces the 
amount to the purse dedi¬ 
cation account from 7 per¬ 
cent to 6 percent. 

Section 5 requires a ma¬ 
jority of Prince George's 
County voters to approve 
the sixth casino. **

Jeffrey Cramer knew Bay¬ 
onne's family and history, and 
was more than willing to put 
up $6,250 to claim the just- 
turned 4-year-old Dance With 
Ravens filly out of a Penn Na¬ 
tional claiming race Jan. 19. 

"We knew when we 
claimed her she had a hole in 
her somewhere. She is a sister 
to Eighttofasttocatch. Based 
on that family line they ma¬ 
ture slow, so we weren't wor¬ 
ried about her," said Cramer. 

Bayonne rewarded Cramer 
with a stirring stretch drive 
to capture Charles Towns' 
$70,000 Pink Ribbon Stakes 
on the evening of Sept. 22. 
Settled well back in the nine- 
horse field, she produced her 
run under Erik Ramirez with 
a half-mile to go and wore 
down favorites Withgreat- 
pleasure and Moonlit Malibu 
to win by a length. She com¬ 
pleted 7 furlongs in 1:25.40, 
and added $40,740 to her 
bankroll, which now stands at 
$142,790 from 17 starts. 

Riding a three-race win 
streak, Bayonne has been 
third or better in seven of her 
eight starts this year. The Pink 
Ribbon is her first stakes win. 


Cramer noted that follow¬ 
ing the claim, "We gave her 60 
days first time and she didn't 
respond well so we gave her 
another month and changed 
her running style. Once we 
put Erik (Ramirez) on and 
took ahold of her head, she 
was able to settle and the rest 
is all on her. She's able to stay 
more sound now because she 
isn't tiring out on the front 
end." 

Bayonne is the third stakes 
winner out by the Nice Catch 
mare Too Fast to Catch. In ad¬ 
dition to producing five-time 
stakes winner Eighttofast¬ 
tocatch, an earner of $470,690, 
Too Fast to Catch is the dam 
of Storm Punch, who was a 
stakes winner at 2 and stakes- 
placed in five races, including 
a third in the Frank J. De Fran¬ 
cis Memorial Dash-Gl. 

Bred by David and Jo Ann 
Hayden's Dark Hollow Farm 
and Graham and Anita Mo¬ 
tion's Herringswell Stable, 
Bayonne is the next-to-last 
foal out of her dam, now a 
pensioner at Dark Hollow. 



Madame Giry pads 
win streak with stakes 
score at Belmont 

Nutmeg Stable's Madame 
Giry extended her win streak 


to four by taking her stakes 
debut, Belmont Park's $80,000 
Smart N Fancy Stakes for 
3-year-old fillies by a handy 
2V% lengths Sept. 12. 

Boasting an international 
pedigree, Madame Giry has 
found her calling sprinting on 
the turf. It took her five tries 
to break her maiden, but that 
win came in her second sprint 
start, at 6 furlongs on the grass 
at Belmont July 6. She com¬ 
pleted the distance in 1:08.34. 
Since then, she's been unde¬ 
feated. 

On Aug. 4 at Saratoga, Ma¬ 
dame Giry won a first-level al¬ 
lowance, getting SVi furlongs 
in 1:02.42. Twenty days later, 
she won a non-winners of two 
other than allowance at the 
same distance, scoring hand¬ 
ily in 1:01.86. 

Sent off as the 2.20-1 favor¬ 
ite in the seven-horse field for 
the Smart N Fancy, Madame 
Giry applied similar tactics 
to her previous winning ef¬ 
forts. She rated just off the 
pace under Eddie Castro, ral¬ 
lied wide around the turn, 
took command in the stretch 
and held off all challengers.

Trained by Cam Gambo- 
lati, Madame Giry is a daugh¬ 
ter of Irish-bred Santa Anita 
Derby-Gl winner Castledale 
(a son of Peintre Celebre) out 
of Ballet Partner (GB), by First 
Trump. She was bred by Rain- 
tree Thoroughbred Farm Inc., 
a Towson, Md.-based racing 
partnership headed by found¬ 
er Russell C. Schalk Jr. 

Schalk purchased Ballet 
Partner at the 2000 Fasig-Tip- 
ton Midlantic May 2-year-olds 
in training sale for $19,000. 
She proved to be a solid al¬ 
lowance filly, winning five of 
22 starts for Raintree Racing, 
and earning $137,350. In her 
only stakes appearance, she 
finished fifth in the Carousel 
Stakes at Laurel as a 3-year- 
old. Madame Giry is Ballet 
Partner's fourth and final foal, 
and her only winner. 

Unraced at 2, Madame 
Giry has earned $206,280 from 
eight starts. 


Delaunay takes down

Delaunay, a 5-year-old son 
of champion sprinter Smoke 
Glacken, recorded the first 
stakes win of his career at 
Churchill Downs in June.

Facing heavy 1-5 favor¬ 
ite Gantry, who had earned 
an automatic berth into the 
Breeders' Cup Sprint-Gl off 
a win in the Grade 2 Smile 
Sprint Handicap in July, De¬ 
launay took charge from the 
break and was never headed. 
He held Gantry safe through 
the stretch and won by 2 
lengths, getting 6 furlongs in 
1 : 10 . 02 . 

Maggi Moss and trainer 
Tom Amoss claimed Delau¬ 
nay for $40,000 at Churchill 
Downs May 12. That was the 
fifth time the gelding had 
changed hands in six starts in 
2012. 

He began the year with his 
breeder, Robert Meyerhoff's 
Fitzhugh LLC, and trainer 
Dickie Small, but was claimed 
out of a fourth-place effort 
in January at Laurel Park by 
Jamie Ness. The gelding was 
also taken by trainers Hugh 
McMahon and Dane Kobiskie 
during the winter and early 
spring. 

Delaunay is the second 
foal out of stakes winner Per¬ 
ilous Night (by Coronado's 
Quest), who was bred by 
Meyerhoff, as was Delaunay's 
second dam, graded stakes 
winner and $405,284-earner 
Broad Smile. The bay gelding 
improved his career record 
of 34-9-8-3 for earnings of

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Smoke the Devil captures Hesse Handicap 



Jose I. Samaniego’s Smoke the Devil (#2, Elvis Trujillo) won the feature event of 
New Jersey Thoroughbred Festival day, the $75,000 Charles Hesse III Handicap. 


J ose I. Samaniego’s homebred Smoke the Devil 
wore down pacesetter Hermosillo in the stretch 
to capture the $75,000-added Charles Hesse III 
Handicap on Sept. 15 at Monmouth Park. The Hesse 
was the feature race of the New Jersey Thoroughbred 
Festival, a day of racing dedicated to horses born in 
the Garden State. 

Smoke the Devil was fourth down the backside 
on the rail behind the pace set by Hermosillo and 
longshot Goombada Guska. The winner gained 
momentum around the far turn and made a three 
wide move into the stretch, closed steadily and pulled 
clear for the victory. 

The 7-2 favorite, Smoke the Devil covered lVi6 
miles over the fast main track in 1:46.89. Uncle Otto 
finished a length behind the winner. Hermosillo, 
looking for his third victory in the Hesse, was third. 

"He settled behind the speed nicely,” said winning 
jockey Elvis Trujillo. "At the three-eighths pole he 
was going along easily. I angled him to the outside 
for the stretch and he had plenty left. I asked him in 
the lane and he had a great burst of energy.” 

The 5-year-old gelding by Devil His Due from the 
Smoke Glacken mare Smoke Glack Attack increased 
his lifetime earnings to $207,105 after taking his 
fifth of 17 starts. 




Imajersey Girl dominatesjersey Girl Handicap

record her first stakes win for her breeder, John J. Brunetti’s Red Oak Farm. 


R ed Oak Stable’s homebred Ima Jersey Girl

Girl Handicap by 12 Vs lengths on New Jersey 
Thoroughbred Festival day. 

Ridden by Elvis Trujillo, Imajersey Girl sat in 
second on the outside of P J Hooker before moving 
to the lead with ease around the far turn and 
opening on her competition. Imajersey Girl drew 
away in hand and finished the lVu miles in 1:46.44. 
Gracefully Mean held off Y to Kat for second. 

"I pointed her for this race since she ran her last 
[a third in allowance company at Monmouth in 
July],” said winning trainer Gregg Sacco. "She’s been 
stakes placed and now she’s a stakes winner. She’s a 
homebred. We are ecstatic that she’s a stakes winner.” 

Imajersey Girl improved to 6-1-3 from 16 starts. 
The 4-year-old daughter of Lightnin N Thunder 
and the French Deputy mare Ubetwereven has now 
banked $252,154 for her connections. 
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Javerre records first stakes win in 
Newjersey Breeders Handicap 




S mith Farm and Stable’s Javerre quickly took 
command out of the gate and never looked 
back en route to victory in the $60,000 New 
Jersey Breeders Handicap, the first of three stakes 
on the Newjersey Thoroughbred Festival card at 
Monmouth on Sept. 15. 

Javerre broke sharply from the rail and was 
pressed by Chief Carlson throughout before putting 
away that foe in the final furlong. His margin of 
victory was VA lengths as he completed 6 furlongs in 
1:11.50. Richiefromshoprite rallied for third. 

"We figured we might be in front,” said winning 
trainer Cathal Lynch. "With the one hole we didn’t 
want to wait. He made the lead and was able to set 
decent fractions. He dug in well in the stretch.” 

Javerre, bred by Stanton "Bo” Smith and Stella 
Smith’s Gunsmith Stables, is by Outflanker from 
Sorority Stakes and Newjersey Futurity winner Our 
Fantene. Javerre improved to 4-for-5, and the New 
Jersey Breeders Handicap victory marked the 3-year- 
old gelding’s stakes debut. He has earned $ 127,100. 

Angel Arroyo guided Smith Farm and Stable’s Javerre to victory in the $60,000 
Newjersey Breeders Handicap, his fourth win in five starts and first in a stakes.

W e had some great racing in the last 
30 days. Congratulations to all 
those stakes winners. 

N ancy Shuford continued her run of 
success when 2-year-old filly Dou¬ 
bled won Monmouth Park’s Sorority 
Stakes on Sept. 2. The homebred (Ex¬ 
change Rate—Mayan Milagra, by Meni¬ 
fee) is a half-sister to graded stakes win¬ 
ner Dancinginherdreams. 

Trained by Cathal Lynch, Doubled im¬ 
proved to 2-for-4 in her career after 
breaking her maiden at Parx in July. Big 
sister Dancinginherdreams (by Tapit) fin¬ 
ished third in the $100,000 Big Bambu 
Stakes at Saratoga Aug. 31 for owner 
John Oxley and trainer Bill Mott. The 
4-year-old came up IV 2 lengths short of 
winner Mildly Offensive. 

Shuford received Mayan Milagra as a 
present from her husband, and the 
10-year-old mare has produced three 
winners from as many starters. 

Shuford also bred and races 2-year- 
old filly Asia Gray (Chelsey Cat—Little 
Betty Blue, by Lost Code). The North 
Carolina-bred was second on Sept. 2 at 
Parx Racing. Chelsey Cat stands at Shu- 
ford’s Rock House Farm in Hickory. 

S teve Laymon is having fun as part of 
the partnership which owns Dayat- 
thespa (City Zip—M’Lady Doc, by Doc’s 
Leader). The 3-year-old filly won her 
fourth race, in as many starts, this year 
in Saratoga’s Riskaverse Stakes on Aug. 
31. Eileen Williams of Carolina Hoof¬ 
beats provided the following: 

Dayatthespa had not run for more 
than four months, but the 1-2 favorite 
was more than ready. She broke from the 
gate, stalking in second for Javier Castel¬ 
lano, and winning by 114 lengths in 
1:34.20 for trainer Chad Brown. Dayat¬ 
thespa started 2012 with stakes wins in 


the Sweetest Chant, Herecomesthebride- 
G3 and Appalachian-G3 before getting a 
short break for her owners Jerry and Ron 
Frankel, Bradley Thoroughbreds and 
Laymon (one of the original partners in 
the New York-bred filly). 

“We have a patient ownership group 
here,” Brown said in a press release. 
“When I told all of them she needed time, 
no one questioned me.

D reamfields Farm’s Maid of Heaven 
(Empire Maker—Heavenliness, by 
Lord Avie) won an allowance at Moun¬ 
taineer Park on Sept. 1 and came back 
two weeks later to take the $75,000 Ken¬ 
tucky Downs Ladies Marathon. The 
4-year-old filly is owned by a partnership 
that includes NCTA members Don Brady 
and Frank Bullock and former world- 
class jockey Steve Cauthen. She was bred 
by Brady and Dreamfields. 

The Kentucky-bred thumped her 
Mountaineer competition by 11 lengths, 
then won a three-horse photo by a head 
in Kentucky. Trained by Kellyn Gorder, 
Maid of Heaven won for the fourth time 
in her career and has earned $158,185. 

H ubert Vester enjoyed a great week¬ 
end of racing with horses he bred 
and/or raced.

N o doubt everyone at Audley 
Farm in Berryville was disap¬ 
pointed when Virginia-bred Bode¬ 
meister, the runner-up in this years 
Kentucky Derby-Gl and Preakness 
Stakes-Gl, was suddenly retired 
from racing in August due to a 
shoulder injury 

That disappointment was surely 
assuaged when Bodemeister’s Vir¬ 
ginia-bred half-sister sold at the 
Keeneland September Yearling Sale 
for $1.3 million to a partnership of 
John Sikura and Bruce Lunsford. 
The pair outlasted a group of 
Japanese buyers to land the filly 
from the Liebrecht family’s well- 
known Virginia nursery. 

The filly will be trained by Bob 
Baffert, who conditioned her half- 
brother. Bodemeister raced for 
Zayat Stables and won the Grade 1 
Arkansas Derby before finishing 
second in the first two legs of the 
Triple Crown. He retired from rac¬ 
ing with $1,304,800 in earnings. 

Sikura whose Hill ‘n’ Dale farm 
is well known in the industry, was 
already quite familiar with the filly’s 


A report recently issued by 
Virginia Racing Commission 
senior veterinarian Dr. C. Richard 
Harden notes that Virginia-breds 
left the starting gate 394 times at 
the 2012 Colonial Downs meet. 

Those horses won 46 races 
while 246 Virginia-breds (62 per¬ 
cent of the starters) earned some 
part of the purse. In 2011, Virginia- 
breds had 445 starts and 55 wins 
with 250 (56 percent of the starters) 
in the money. 

For the meet, $617,655 was 
paid out as part of the 100 percent 
owners bonus program which 
matches purse dollars through fifth. 
In 2011, $671,709 was paid out

It’s the best reward for my 
owners and my crew-they did so 
well. And we really have to thank 
Joe Seitz from Brookdale [who 
consigned the filly], they did a great 
job. It’s a dream come true. Bode¬ 
meister made us so happy through 
the spring, and we knew we might 
have a chance with her if we put 
her on the market.”

While two programs were can¬ 
celled and one shortened due to 
extreme weather the 29.4 days of 
racing generated 2,510 starters in 
297 races for an average of 8.45 
starters per race.

S tran L. Trout was recently 
appointed by Governor Bob 
McDonnell for a three-year 
term as the fifth member of the 
Virginia Racing Commission. He 
replaces outgoing commissioner 
Mark Brown. Chairman Stuart 
Siegel, vice chairman J. Sargeant 
Reynolds Jr., David Reynolds, 
and Carol Dawson are the other 
members of the commission. 

Trout has long been active in 
civic affairs in New Kent County, 
the home of Colonial Downs. He 
served on the New Kent Board of 
Supervisors, the County Planning 
Commission, and numerous 
other commissions. Most notably 
for Virginia horse racing, Trout 
was on the Pari-Mutuel Study 
Committee in 1988-89 that 


T he Association of Official 
Racing Chemists and the 
International Group of Specialist 
Racing Veterinarians, two orga¬ 
nizations that address scientific 
issues in the worldwide racing 
industry, held their biennial con¬ 
ference in Philadelphia during 
the week of Sept. 17.

ment from an owners perspec¬ 
tive. 

Petramalo started by noting 
the disconnect between fact and 
belief regarding integrity in rac¬ 
ing. He said over the past year 
media reports created the impres¬ 
sion that illegal drug use was ram¬ 
pant in American Thoroughbred 
horse racing and that trainers 
regularly cheated with drugs. The 
facts, however, were quite the 
opposite. 

According to Petramalo, data 
compiled by the Association of 
Racing Commissioners Inter¬ 
national, the trade group for state 
racing commissions, showed that 
during the past three years 99.3 
percent of nearly 300,000 post¬ 
race drug tests in the United 
States were negative for any 
medication. He suggested that all 


T he Virginia HBPA will con¬ 
duct a mail ballot election 
in December for all 14 seats on 
its Board of Directors.

professional sports should envy 
that record. 

The few drug positives found 
mostly were for overages of law¬ 
ful therapeutic anti-inflammatory 
medication like phenylbutazone 
(bute) and flunixin (banamine) 
that had little or no likelihood 
of enhancing performance on 
raceday. Only a handful of posi¬ 
tives (82) were for drugs that had 
no business being given a horse 
other than to affect performance. 

Likewise the facts showed 
yearly averages of 5,800 train¬ 
ers were licensed by state racing 
commissions.^et on average only 
12 trainers were responsible for 
illegal performance enhancing 
drugs. 

Petramalo said the dichotomy 
between fact and belief carried 
over to the present debate about 
banning the use of furosemide 
(Lasix), the widely used anti¬ 
bleeding medication. He noted 
that scientific studies show that all 
horses suffer from bleeding in the 
lungs (Exercised Induced Pul¬ 
monary Hemorrhaging—EIPH) 
at some point in their racing

careers; that Lasix prevents and 
lessens EIPH; that EIPH makes 
horses run slower than would 
normally be true; and that Lasix is 
not a stimulant that makes horses 
run faster than their natural abil¬ 
ity dictates. 

On the other hand Petramalo 
said science does not support 
the beliefs of those who think 
Lasix should be banned, despite 
its 40-year safe and effective use 
in the United States. Opponents 
claim Lasix weakens bones and 
causes breakdowns; that it alka¬ 
lizes like an illegal “milkshake” 
(baking soda, sugar, and water) to 
enhance performance; and, that 
it masks the presence of other 
drugs in a horse s body. However, 
according to Petramalo, those 
arguments are contradicted by 
published science. 

Petramalo concluded by sug¬ 
gesting that public perception 
concerns about racing medica¬ 
tion, if any, should be dealt with 
by educating the public with the 
facts and not by banning Lasix, a 
medication essential to the health 
and welfare of racehorses.

Silver 
Heart surpassed the half-million mark 
in earnings to $517,002 lifetime.

The winner has been facing stiff 
competition at his home base of 
Mountaineer Park and received a 
clever ride by Daniel Feliciano. 

♦ Superlatives are used in racing 
like hairspray on a valley girl. Words 
like great, best, impressive, grand, 
remarkable and illustrious are just 

a few that come to mind. However, 
the skeptics may have to think again 


when it comes to 2 -year-old filly 
Jax and Jill after her victory in the 
$50,000 Rachel's Turn, the first stakes 
on the Oaks'card. 

The daughter of Yes It's True 
and the multiple stakes-winning 
Intensity mare Rain Song shot from 
the gate for owner/breeder Robert 
Cole Jr. and made a mockery 
of the proceedings. Her fleet- 
footed dominance by 8 V 4 lengths 
in the 4 Y 2 -furlong race reminded 
handicappers of her mother and 
the velocity she possessed. Gerald 
Almodovar, subbing for the injured 
J.D. Acosta, enjoyed the rocking 
chair ride on the 3-10 favorite.The 
bay filly, in the capable hands of 
trainer Scott Lake, improved her 
record to 3-for-3. 

♦ Racing pundits often cry there 
are hundreds of ways to lose a horse 
race. The Henry Mercer Memorial 
Stakes emphatically proved the point. 

Ten cents on the dollar choice 
Hidden Canyon stumbled badly 
leaving the latch in the 4 1 / 2 -furlong 
2 -year-old stakes, raced covered up 
in traffic and closed gamely late, 
but only could salvage a second to 
frontrunner In the Fairway.

10years ago 

I Four stallions joined the 
ranks of sires of Maryland 
Million Day winners, including 
Not For Love, whose daugh¬ 
ters Shopping for Love and 
Blinded by Love won the 
Ladies and Distaff, respective¬ 
ly. The others were Compelling 
Sound, Deerhound and fresh¬ 
man sire Partner's Hero. 

But they had a long way 
to go to catch the program's 
leader, Allen's Prospect. His 
daughter Undercover's victory 
in the Oaks marked win num¬ 
ber 14 in Maryland Million's 
17-year history for Country 
Life Farm's leading sire. 

Four of die winners on 
die 10-race card were foaled 
outside Maryland, prompting 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred editor 
Lucy Acton to write on that 
aspect of the program's suc¬ 
cess. 



Classic winner Docent, a son 
of Waquoit, was one of four 
Maryland Million Day winners 
foaled outside Maryland in 2002. 

“No matter where diey are 
born, the resulting offspring 
[by a nominated stallion], if 
nominated, will forever be 
eligible to run in rich restricted 
races on Maryland Million Day. 

“So when Maryland Million 
races are won by Pennsylvania- 
breds [as happened in the last 
two runnings of the Classic] 
or Kentucky-breds or New 
Jersey-breds, etc., it's not 
a symptom of decline for 
Maryland's breeding industry. 
Actually, it's a sign of health." 


Waquoifs son Docent followed 
Allen's Prospect's son Sumerset as 
consecutive Pennsylvania-bred win¬ 
ners of the Classic . 

I One of the most compel¬ 
ling winners on the Maryland 
Million Day card was Sondra 
and Howard Bender's La 
Reine's Terms, who won the 
Turf by a neck over defending 
champion Elberton. It was the 
fifth consecutive win for the 
son of Private Terms. 

The Benders' homebred 
had nearly been put down as 
a baby, after breaking his neck 
at his birthplace, Glade Valley 
Farms. Barely able to walk, 
with a head tilt and a drooping 
ear, and diagnosed with a crack 
in his vertebrae, the choice 
to put him down seemed the 
right thing to do. “But there 
was something about his eye 
that said he just didn't want 
to give up," said trainer/farm 
manager Larry Murray. “And 
every day, he got just that 
much better." 

La Reine's Terms would go on 
to win the 2005 Maryland Million 
Turf at 10, his only race that 
season and the final start of his 
career He remains the oldest winner 
of a Maryland Millon race in its 
27-year history . The 11-time stakes 
winner, who earned $804,591 during 
his career, stands at stud at Glade 
Valley Farms in Frederick, Md. 

I The Grade 3 Pennsylvania 
Derby, dangling a $500,000 


purse, had become fashion¬ 
able. Eclipse Award winner 
Macho Uno won the 2001 
running, and Kentucky 
Derby-Gl favorite Harlan's 
Holiday shipped in to take the 
most recent edition. 

Starlight Stable's Grade 1 
winner, who moved to trainer 
Todd Pletcher's barn three 
months earlier, won by 4Vz 
lengths over Essence of 
Dubai. The latter, a UAE 
Derby-G2 winner, was the 
first horse international power¬ 
house Godolphin had entered 
at Philadelphia Park. 

25years ago 

I Trainer Bill Boniface set the 
bar high, sending out the 
winners of three Maryland 
Million Day races on the nine 
race card at Pimlico. Boniface 
brought in a big gun to help, 
flying in Laffit Pincay Jr. from 
California to ride. “I have 
always admired Pincay," 
revealed the trainer. “I knew 
his style of riding fit with my 
horses who were closers. Also, 
I had a sufficient number of 
horses to justify the cost of 
the retainer, and the 
transportation fees." 

Pincay won three races on 
the card, two for Boniface 
(Sean’s Ferrari and Gold 
Glove) and one for Ron 
Alfano (Ringing). Mario Pino 


guided Boniface's other win¬ 
ner, Angelina County. 

King Leatherbury won 
two races, with 2-year-old filly 
Thirty Eight Go Go (ridden 
by Chris McCarron) and Ms. 
Rutledge (Kent Desormeaux). 

I The owners of Sean's 
Ferrari, winner of the 
Maryland Million Nursery, 
provided one of the event's 
greatest storylines. The 
gelding's breeder/co-owner, 
Margaret McManus, was the 
wife of famed ABC Sports 
commentator Jim McKay, 
creator of the Maryland 
Million. 

Hesitant to even start 
their 2-year-old in the race, 

Jim McKay remarked, “I was 
afraid people would say we 
didn't belong in the race, that 
we just wanted to be able to 
say we'd run a horse in the 
Maryland Million." 

Sent off at 16-1, Sean's 
Ferrari, named after the 
McManuses' son Sean, a pro¬ 
ducer and vice-president for 
NBC Sports, won by a head 
bob over odds-on favorite 
King's Snow. 

“For once, the man who 
has made his career talking 
about sports contests had a 
hard time putting his thoughts 
into words," wrote Joe Kelly. 
“It was not only McManus' 
first stakes win, but the first 
time that one of his horses 
had participated in a stakes." 

In another twist, the 
Salutely gelding raced for the 
McManus Stable, a partnership 
between Margaret McManus, 
her friend Nancy McManus 
(no relation) and Joan 
Boniface. Nancy McManus' 
husband, Jim, was the owner 
of Business Express Airlines, 
one of Maryland Million's first 
sponsors-and the sponsor of 
the Nursery. 

I Country Life Farm got a 
new stallion, a son of Danzig 
named Corridor Key. An 
allowance-winning half- 
brother to major winner Palace 
Music campaigned by Allen 
Paulson, the gray was in the 
process of being syndicated. 

He was the second stallion 
prospect Paulson retired to the 
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NEENA EWING (2)

Bel Air, Md., farm-the first 
was Allen’s Prospect. 

Corridor Key didn't come close 
to having the stud career of Allen's 
Prospect ; siring just seven black-type 
winners. But he is a historic footnote 
in the life of one of racings greatest 
runners ; Cigar. Paulson shipped his 
mare Solar Slew to Maryland to foal 
and be bred back to Corridor Key. 
She was carrying Cigar, who was 
born April 18, 1990, at Country 
Life Farm. 

I John D. Marsh, past 
president and director of die 
Virginia Thoroughbred 
Association, member of the 
board of directors of 
Breeders’ Cup Ltd. and a 
trustee of the Thoroughbred 
Owners and Breeders 
Association, died at 80. 

The insurance company 
executive became involved 
with horses relatively late in 
life, making his first purchase 
in 1967 at the Keeneland 
Fall Mixed sale, that being 
Nashua’s daughter Melanie’s 
Girl, who would become his 
foundation broodmare. The 
stakes producer was the grand- 
dam of Marsh’s multimillion¬ 
aire Majesty’s Prince. 

I Three days after Marsh’s 
passing came word that James 
P. Mills died, also at 80. 

One of Virginia’s most 
prominent horsemen, Mills 
owned and operated Hickory 
Tree Farm in Middleburg 
with his wife Alice du Pont 
Mills. Owner of 1983 Eclipse 
Award-winning juvenile Devil’s 


Bag, he also campaigned Gone 
West, one of the best 3-year- 
olds of 1987. 

I Onion Juice captured the 
$100,000 Jim Beam Classic, 
the featured event of eight 
races at the first West Virginia 
Breeders Classics. Held at 
Charles Town, the program 
also included four $25,000 
stakes, a $15,000 and two 
$10,000 allowance races. It was 
richest day of Thoroughbred 
racing in the state’s history. 

“We took some ideas 
already established by the 
Maryland Million folks and 
incorporated them into our 
own racing showcase,” said 
Sam Huff, 
originator of 
the event. 

■ The two 
highest-priced 
yearlings sold 
at the Fasig- 
Tipton 
Midlantic Fall 
Selected 
Yearling sale 
were by 
Maryland’s 
leading sire 
Rollicking. 

Sondra 
and Howard 
Bender pur¬ 
chased the 
sales-topper 
for $75,000. 

The colt out 
of Snow Lady 
was a fall- 
brother to 


their current 2-year-old multi¬ 
ple stakes winner King’s Snow. 
Sam Morrell from New York 
spent $62,000 for the other. 

Both colts appeared in the 
Maryland Million the next year. 
Snow King won the Nursery, with 
Twilight Roll finishing third. 

50years ago 

I The Maryland-bred 2-year- 
old filly Abrogate extended her 
win streak to four with a vic¬ 
tory in Keeneland’s Alcibiades 
Stakes. 

The daughter of Reneged 
was bred by Harry Love and 


sold for $7,800 to trainer Bert 
Williams on behalf of Hugh 
Grant at Saratoga. 

Abrogate, out of Contessa 
Reigh (by Count Fleet), nearly 
died of jaundice as a foal. 
Given transfusions and a diet 
of milk and eggs, the filly 
was tended to by Love, who 
huddled with her in the stall to 
keep her warm. 

Abrogate won 14 races over 
four seasons, had nine stakes wins 
orplacings and earned $116,774. 
Her most prolific descendant 
is her stakes-winning grandson 
Irish Tower, the sire of 33 stakes 
winners. 

I Tommy Lee, the 26-year- 
old Chinese-born rider who 
ranked among the nation’s top 
jockeys, purchased a 165-acre 
farm in Carroll County. 

His wife, Ridgely, worked in 
every phase of the Finksburg, 
Md., farm, which was called 
Ridgelee (a combination of 
Mrs. Lee’s first name and 
Tommy’s surname). 

Lee, who grew up in New 
Jersey, got his start as a rider 
when he met Billy Christmas 
at Atlantic City seven years 
earlier. Christmas gave him a 
job in his barn. “He was the 
gamest kid I ever saw,” said 
Christmas.
